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BEUOIOV8  SVITES  TO  TEB  SOUTH. 

Should  the  President's  Proclamation  of 
pardon  to  the  great  body  of  the  people  in 
the  rebel  States,  on  condition  that  they  lay 
down  their  arms  and  renew  their  allegiance 
to  the  Oovemmeot,  be  generally  accepted, 
there  will  at  once  deyoWe  npon  ns  a  great 
duty  to  aid  the  Soath  in  reestablishing  the 
institutions  of  religion.  It  is  too  soon,  as 
yet,  to  jndge  of  the  effect  of  this  proffered 
amnesty,  and  how  far  the  people  will  avail 
themselves  of  its  generoos  provisions.  Great 
efforts  will  undoubtedly  be  made  by  the 
rebel  leaders  to  keep  the  knowledge  even  of 
its  existence  from  the  common  people,  to 
whom  it  is  addressed,  and  if  this  fails,  to 
pervert  and  falsify  its  plain  and  obvious 
meaning.  But  whatever  may  be  its  effect, 
we  have  great  confidence  that  the  progress 
of  the  national  forces  daring  the  coming 
Spring  will  crush  out  the  armed  resistance 
of  the  Booth,  when  the  work  of  reconstruc¬ 
tion  will  go  on  very  rapidly.  In  either 
event,  therefore,  the  way  will  be  prepared 
for  the  ministry  of  reconciliation  to  go 
forth  on  their  errand  of  mercy  and  love,  and 
to  repair  the  waste  places  of  Zion. 

Their  work  will  not  be  to  build  up  church¬ 
es,  like  thoes  that  have  given  the  rebellion 
its  chief  moral  support,  and  without  which 
its  leaders  could  never  have  succeeded  in 
their  wicked  purpose  of  seducing  the  people 
from  their  loyalty  to  the  Government  Were 
this  to  be  attempted  it  would  no  longer  be 
possible,  since  Slavery  will  no  longer  exist 
iMi^difitarbing  clement  Its  fate  is  already 
the  logic  of  events  is  fast  con- 
vinoing  thbeo  most  interested  in  its  preser¬ 
vation,  of  the  fact  Wherever  our  armies 
have  penetrated  the  institution  has  perish¬ 
ed,  and  the  people  seeing  this  are  preparing 
to  adjust  themselves  to  the  new  condition 
of  affairs.  Those  then  who  remain,  together 
with  those  who  will  come  in  to  occupy  the 
places  of  those  who  have  fallen  in  battle,  or 
who  have  fled  the  country,  will  need  the 
Gospel,  and  from  their  impoverished  condi¬ 
tion  will  require  the  assistance  of  others  in 
order  to  maintain  the  institutions  of  relig¬ 
ion. 

The  importance  of  this  subject  has  al¬ 
ready  been  appreciated  by  the  Board  of 
Hissiens  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
and  with  a  wise  forethonght  it  has  voted 
thirty-five  thousand  dollars  for  Home  Mis¬ 
sionary  labors  in  the  Booth.  Two  of  its. 
ablest  bishops  are  now  on  their  way  to  the 
far  South,  bearing  with  them  authority 
from  the  Secretary  of  War  to  occupy  desert¬ 
ed  ohnrohes  within  our  military  lines,  and 
to  use  them  temporarily  for  religions  servi¬ 
ces.  While  this  order  does  not  give  them 
permanent  possession  of  the  property,  it  af¬ 
fords  them  peculiar  advantages  in  their 
work :  and  we  doubt  not  that  tbrongb  this 
instrumentality  a  large  proportion  of  the 
Methodists  of  the  South  will  be  restored  to 
oommuuion  with  that  Church.  Besides, 
these  measures  will  do  so  much  to  restore 
good  feeling  between  the  two  sections  of 
oar  country,  that  every  true  friend  of  the 
Government  must  look  with  interest  and 
great  hope  on  this  prompt  missionary  enter¬ 
prise  of  our  Methodist  brethren. 

The  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society  are 
engaged  in  the  same  laudable  work.  They 
have  already  ten  missionaries  in  prominent 
points  like  New  Oiieans,  Memphis,  Nash¬ 
ville,  and  Port  BoyaL  Large  numbers  of 
the  slaves  are  Methodists  and  Baptists,  and 
the  policy  seems  to  be  to  place  a  white  cler¬ 
gyman  at  every  central  point,  who  shall  call 
out  and  direct  capable  colored  teachers  and 
ministers  in  the  surrounding  distriets. 

Our  own  Home  Mission  Committee  have 
Just  sent  a  pioneer  into  West  Virginia. 
They  are  also  strengthening  their  foroe  in 
Northern  Missouri,  aad  faint  voices  begin 
to  be  heard  in  the  Southwestern  part  of  the 
State,  asking  for  sympathy  and  aid.  The 
Osage  Presbytery,  which  left  ns  after  the 
notion  OB  Slavery  at  the  Cleveland  General 
Assembly,  was  in  this  region. 

There  is  a  Urge  Presbyterian  element  in 
the  Sonth,  bat  not  largely  represented  in 
the  sUve  population.  Our  Committee  and 
the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  of  t&a 
Other  Branch  most  follow  our  arms  aud 
gather  the  loyal  people  into  Presbyterian 
Ohnrohes  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  them. 
Snoh  efforts  will  do  a  work  of  pacification 
and  reoonatruotion  which  conquering 
^Armtes  could  not  do,  and  if  prosecuted  ju- 
dioiously,  will  do  much  to  make  the  people 
of  the  Booth  one  %eith  ue,  as  they  were  of 
old,  and  as  it  seems  their  manifest  destiny 
to  be  again. 

We  have  one  word  of  oaotion  to  suggest : 
Let  not  these  different  Evangelising  forces  come 
into  ooUieion  oritk  one  another.  Let  the 
Methodists  only  take  posseesion  of  Meth¬ 
odist  Chorohea.  Let  the  Baptists  do  the 
■ame^  and  likewisertbe  Preabyterians.  For 
if  the  Methodists,  or  either  of  the  other 
denominations  seixe  npon  and  *'  occupy  de- 
aerted  Ohnrohes  within  our  military  lines  ” 
vrtiidh  belonged  to  another  denomination, 
and  which  has  now  a  loyal  membership  in 
the  neighborhood,  however  small,  it  needs 
no  prophet  to  predict  strifes,  heart-bom* 
inga,  and  m  .schief.

HISTORY  OF  CHRIBTIAV  DOCTBIKE  BT  OB. 

SHEOD. 

The  Christian  schoUrs  of  onr  country 
will  welcome  with  .very  nnosoal  pleasnre 
the  eUborate  work  of  ProL  Bhedd,  entitled 
“A  Histobt  of  Ohuistian  Doctbinb,”i 
which  has  just  been  published  by  Mr.  Scrib¬ 
ner  in  two  volomes,  ootsva 

It  embodies  the  results  of  years  of  pa¬ 
tient  and  schoUrly  investigation.  It  is  by 
no  means  a  mere  compilation  of  the  succes¬ 
sive  phases  of  doctrine  pat  forth  by  the 
prominent  theologians  of  the  Christian 
Church,  bat  a  well  digested  and  philosophi¬ 
cal  presentation  of  the  processes  by  which 
the  forms  of  Christian  doctrine  were  de¬ 
fined,  and  BGonred  general  acceptation. 

In  his  introduotion,  the  author  properly 
distinguishes  between  creation— as  well  as 
improvement — and  development,  guarding 
against  the  dangers  of  the  theory  that 
would  make  Christian  doctrine  in  its  per¬ 
fected  outline  independent  in  any  measure 
of  the  original  authority  of  S.:riptare. 
The  method  which  he  adopts  leads  him  to 
disonss  snocessively  the  infinence  of  Philo¬ 
sophical  Systems  upon  the  oonstmotion  of 
Christian  doctrine — the  history  of  Apolo¬ 
gies  by  which  Christianity  has  been  defend¬ 
ed  from  the  assaults  of  horetios,  errorists, 
and  skeptics — the  history  of  Trinitarian 
Theology  and  Ohristology,  in  conneotion 
with  which  we  have  presented  not  only  the 
results  of  the  Nioene  Connoil,  but  the  views 
held  on  the  Trinity  by  tbe  Ante-Nioene 
Fathers  ;  the  history  of  Anthropology,  giv¬ 
ing  the  various  theories  of  the  origin  of 
tbe  sonl,  and  tracing  with  admirable  dis¬ 
crimination  the  distinotion  between  the 
Greek  and  Latin  Anthropologies,  as  well  as 
the  Angustiaian,  Pelagian,  Anselmio,  Papal, 
Ccdvinietic,  and  Arminian  views — the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  doctrin'e  of  the  Atonement,  la¬ 
ter  in  attainiog  a  definite  and  scientific 
form  than  any  of  the  others — Eschatology, 
and  History  of  Symbols. 

To  enrvey  such  a  broad  field  as  this,  and 
to  note  the  progress  of  disoossion  and  defi¬ 
nition,  and  tbe  relations  of  conflicting 
views,  as  well  as  the  results  attained,  and 
to  set  them  forth  in  clear  and  connected 
form,  is  a  task  for  which  few  men — though 
well  read  in  the  history  of  the  Ohorch— are 
fitted.  Bat  Prof.  Bhedd  has  performed  the 
work,  and  within  the  limits  assigned  him 
has  performed  it  welL  Through  the  meth¬ 
od  whioh  he  has  adopted,  the  student  is 
enabled  to  follow  ont  the  history  of  tAch 
doctrine,  or  r:itber  group  of  dootriues,  from 
the  times  of  the  early  Ohuroh  to  the  pres¬ 
ent  day.  This  method — as  the  author  just¬ 
ly  remarks — “is  in  harmony  with  the  na- 
tnre  of  history  itself.  Tbe  reader  follows 
a  single  stream  from  its  rise  in  its  head¬ 
waters,  through  all  its  windings,  natil  it 
discharges  itself,  immenso  ore,  into  the 
sea." 

The  work  is  symmetrically  arranged,  each 
snbjeot  being  assigned  its  proper  place  and 
receiving  its  due  share  of  attention.  Yet. 
there  arc  a  few  points  on  whioh — if  the 
plan  of  the  work  had'  allowed — more  might 
have  been  sud.  Scarce  any  notice  is  taken 
of  those  portions  of  the  Charoh  preoeding 
the  Reformation,  whioh  dissented  from  the 
theories  of  the  Papacy.  Claude  of  Turin, 
and  those  who  wrought  iu  sympathy  with 
him,  might  have  been  noted,  as  exerting  an 
inflaeDoa  more  or  less  a{>preciable  on  the 
onrrent  of  Christian  doctrine.  The  Gotta- 
ohalk  Controversy  is  despatched  in  a  para¬ 
graph,  yet  the  disoossions  to  whioh  his 
views  gave  rise  agitated  France  for  a  gener¬ 
ation,  and  tho  Arminian  ism  of  Hinokman, 
the  Aroh bishop  of  Bheims,  ante-dates  by 
nearly  a  thousand  years  speonlationa  which 
are  of  living  interest  to-day.  On  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  Millenarianism,  nothing  is  said  of 
the  iztflueaoe  whioh  in  the  Middle  Ages  was 
exerted  by  the  apprehension  of  the  ap¬ 
proaching  end  of  the  world,  in  producing 
those  abnormal  developments  of  piety — os 
in  the  Flagellants  and  others  of  that  class, 
by  which  tbe  pietistio  and  mystic  elements 
of  a  later  day  were  more  or  less  modified. 
The  doctrine  of  the  Intermediate  State  is 
dismissed  in  three  pages,  and  scarce  a  ref¬ 
erence  is  made  to  the  numerous  utteranoes 
of  the  Post-Beformation  theologians.  We 
are  told  that  “some  theologians  endeavor¬ 
ed  to  establish  a  disticotiou  between  the 
happiness  which  the  disembodied  spirit  en¬ 
joys  and  that  whioh  it  will  experience  after 
the  resurreotion  of  tho  body."  It  might 
have  been  added  that  tbe  great  Andrew 
Fuller  is  one  of  these,  and  that  the  elder 
Bd wards  bas  repeatedly  aud  elaborately 
urged  this  view  iu  his  notes  oa  “  Hervea." 

But  as  presenting  the  course  of  Christian 
doctrine  from  the  earliest  period  of  the 
Church,  down  to  the  days  of  the  Reforma¬ 
tion,  or  at  least  of  Bernard,  Auselm,  and 
Aqninas,  the  work  is  nearly  all  that  oonld 
be  desired.  The  theologioal  student  will 
find  it  an  invaloable,  well  digested,  aad 
philosophical  summary  of  the  progressive 
shaping,  and  definition  of  Christian  doc¬ 
trine;  spreading  before  him  in  a  few  pages 
the  results  of  the  peroaal  of  volumes,  and 
the  ooQclasions  of  ages  of  specnlation.  Such 
a  History  will  at  onoe  taka  its  proper  plaoe 
—a  high  and  honorable  one— among  the 
standard  works  of  our  Amerioau  theological 
literature.

DEATH  OP  BBV.  DB.  HOVET. 

Another  good  man  has  gone  to  his  rest 
Rbv.  J.  Pabsohs  Hovey,  D.D.,  pastor  of 
the  Eleventh  Presbyterian  Church  in  this 
city,  whose  illness  has  cansed  great  anxiety 
to  his  brethren  for  several  weeks,  fell  asleep 
on  Wednesday,  Deo.  16th.  Seldom  has  one 
passed  from  among  ns  who  was  more  nni- 
versally  beloved,  or  who  is  more  deeply 
monmed.  Ho  was  truly  “a  good  man," 
one  who  served  his  Master  with  nncommon 
meekness,  gentleness,  and  faith  ;  who  fol¬ 
lowed  the  Apostolic  example,  “insimpUcity 
and  godly  sincerity,  having  his  conversa¬ 
tion  in  the  world."  He  was  an  Israelite  in¬ 
deed  in  whom  there  was  no  guile.  Snoh  a 
man  it  is  always  a  loss  to  part  from,  es¬ 
pecially  when  he  falls  in  tbe  vigor  of  his 
manhood,  and  with  the  prospect  of  long 
usefulness  still  before  him.  Dr.  Hovey 
was  bat  53  years  of  age,  and  had  a  robust 
frame.  He  was  a  native  of  Vermont ;  pur¬ 
sued  his  College  course  at  Jacksonville,  HI, 
and  South  Hanover,  Indiana ;  and  studied 
Theology  in  the  Seminary  at  Aubnrn. 

Ho  was  settled  four  times  :  first  at  Gaines, 
Orleans  county  in  this  State  ;  and  then  at 
Bnrdett,  in  Schuyler  county ;  afterwards 
at  Richmond,  Va. ;  and  for  the  last  thirteen 
years  in  this  city.  Here  he  succeeded  the 
Rev.  Mason  Noble,  by  whoso  labors  the 
Eleventh  Presbyterian  Chnrch  had  been 
established  in  the  Eastern  part  of  the  city. 
His  chnrch  occupied  a  diScnlt  field.  It 
was  surrounded  by  German  Catholics,  and 
by  those  who  valued  little,  though  they 
greatly  needed,  the  institutions  of  the  Gos¬ 
pel  Here  he  labored  with  signal  fidelity 
and  usefulness.  Several  revivals  were  en¬ 
joyed  during  his  ministry,  and  many  addi¬ 
tions  were  made  to  the  Ohorch. 

!  Last  June,  when  the  invasion  of  Pennsyl- 
I  vania  by  the  Babel  army  sent  alarm  throngh- 
!  out  the  North,  there  was  a  call  for  volun¬ 
teers  from  New  York.  Among  the  regi¬ 
ments  which  answered  to  the  call  was  the 
brave  Seventy  first,  which  was  largely  rais¬ 
ed  in  tbe  Eastern  part  of  the  city,  and  at 
the  solicitation  of  their  Colonel  and  of 
many  officers  and  members  of  the  regi¬ 
ment,  Dr.  Hovey  became  their  Obaplain, 
and  marched  with  them  to  the  seat  of  war. 
He  continued  with  them  daring  their  whole 
term  of  service,  sharing  the  hardships  and 
exposures  of  the  men,  and  becoming  great¬ 
ly  endeared  to  them  by  his  affectionate  in¬ 
terest  in  their  welfare. 

Recently  the  encroachments  of  the  For¬ 
eign  po{Hilation  had  become  so  great  that 
the  congregation  had  decided  to  sell  their 
charoh  and  remove  np-town.  Already  a 
new  place  of  worship  had  been  secured  in 
Fifty- fifth  street,*  and  it  was  in  the  midst  of 
preparations  for  this  change  that  Dr.  Ho¬ 
vey  was  taken  with  the  illness  whioh  soon 
terminated  both  Lis  ministry  and  his  life. 

I  He  was  first  attacked  with  a  violent  in- 
fiammation  of  the  lungs,  about  six  weeks 
ago.  As  the  progress  of  his  disease  was 
rapid,  it  soon  become  evident  that  he  was 
not  likely  to  recover,  and  he  began  calmly  to 
set  bis  house  in  order,  feeling  that  he  should 
die  and  not  live.  But  his  mind  was  undis¬ 
turbed.  He  had  made  his  peace  with  God, 
and  he  awaited  with  oomposnre  the  final 
hour. 

His  faculties  were  clear  throughout  his 
whole  sickneea  He  was  perfectly  resigned. 
When  his  people  came  to  see  him,  he  en- 
oouraged  them  in  their  Qhriatian  course, 
and  thus  preached  from  hia  sick  chamber 
as  he  had  from  his  pulpit.  He  said:  "He 
only  desired  to  live  that  he  might  see  bis 
new  ohorch  enterprise  established  aud  the 
affairs  of  his  oonutry  settled. "  He  was  very 
earnest  that  the  new  effort  which  tbe 
Chnrch  had  undertaken  should  go  on  sno- 
oessf ally,  and  desired  to  know  all  details 
conoerniDg  it.  To  his  people  his  last  words 
were:  "Give  them  my  blessing  and  my  love, 
alt,  officers  and  members:  tell  them, — unity, 
fidelity,  and  sUsadfastnesa  I  " 

Tbe  fnneral  was  attended  on  Satnrday. 
The  pall  bearers,  who  were  cbiefiy  minis¬ 
ters  from  the  same  Presbytery,  met  at  tbe 
house,  and  followed  the  remains  to  the 
charoh,  where  a  very  large  concourse  was 
assembled,  gazing  with  silent  emotion  on 
the  sad  and  solemn  scene.  The  pulpit  and 
galleries  were  huog  in  black.  la  front  of 
the  pulpit  sat  the  now  wulowed  wife  and 
the  orphan  daogbter,  and  in  the  same  pew 
a  sister  of  the  deoeased,  and  also  his  father, 
an  agtvl  minister  of  the  Gospel,  who  bowed 
hia  white  head  ovSr  the  remains  of  his  son. 
Thus  the  order  of  nattrre  seemed  to  bo  re¬ 
versed.  Instead  of  the  son  burying  the 
father,  the  father  came  to  perform  the  last 
s*d  offices  to  the  son.  But  this  venerable 
man  of  God  was  supported  through  all  the 
painful  scene  by  perfect  trust  In  the 
midst  of  his  grief  his  mind  seemed,  to  be 
filled  with  peooe.  Instead  of  murmuring  at 
tbe  affl-otive  providenoe  by  which  his  son 
was  out  down  in  the  midst  of  his  days,  he 
felt  that  he  had  abnndant  reason  to  thank 
God  that  he  had  lived  so  long,  and  that  his 
life  bad  been  so  blesse^l.  Ue  knew  also 
that  their  separation  oonld  not  be  long,  and 
in  his  heart  said  like  David,  “  I  shall  go  to 
him  ;  he  will  not  tetnrn  to 

The  services  were  commenced  by  reading 
of  the  Soripturea  by  Rev.  Dr.  Cox.  Rev. 
Dr.  Chambers,  of  the  Collegiate  Dutch 
Ohuroh,  offered  the  opening,  and  Rev.  Dr. 
B orchard  the  closing  prayer.  The  address 
was  by  Rev.  Dr.  Adams,  between  whom 
and  the  deoeased  there  bad  long  existe  d  a 
very  warm  personal  attachment.  Dr.  Ho¬ 
vey,  by  his  simple  goodness,  his  transpa¬ 
rent  tmthfulnebs,  and  his  freedom  from  all 


envy  and  jealousy,  was  a  man  to  inspire 
oonfidenoe  and  affection  in  his  brethren. 
The  hearts  of  all  safely  tmsted  in  him. 
Looking  down  from  the  pnlpit  npon  the 
coffin  in  whic^  reposed  the  body  of  his 
friend.  Dr.  Adams  conld  say  in  tmth, 
“  Very  pleaeant  bast  thou  been  unto  me, 
my  brother.”  He  spoke  with  deep  emo¬ 
tion  of  his  pure  and  blameless  life  and  of 
bis  peaceful  end;  and  commended  to  his 
'  brethren  in  the  ministry  that  signal  exam¬ 
ple  of  pastoral  fidelity,  while  he  urged 
members  of  the  congregation  to  take  heed 
to  the  instractions  whioh  they  had  so  often 
heard  from  that  pnlpit,  now  enforced  by 
the  messages  which  had  been  sent  to  them 
from  the  chamber  of  death. 

After  the  services  were  closed,  the  congre¬ 
gation  were  permitted  to  take  a  last  look  of 
their  pastor,  and  passing  np  the  aisles,  they 
gazed  silently  and  sadly  on  that  oonnte- 
nanee  whioh  it  was  always  pleasant  to  look 
npon  as  that  of  a  true  friend,  a  counsellor 
and  guide,  bat  which  was  now  cold  in  death. 
Many  beads  were  bowed  in  tears,  as  they 
looked  for  the  last  time  on  this  man  of  God, 
who  had  so  often  proclaimed  the  Gospel 
from  that  desk,  but  whose  face  they  should 
see  no  more.  After  the  congregation  had 
thus  passed  by,  the  Seventy-first  Regiment 
filed  through  the  aisles  to  take  a  last  view 
of  the  form  whioh  they  had  so  often  seen 
riding  among  the  officers  at  their  bead  in 
the  field.  After  oil  had  passed,  men  took 
up  the  coffin  gently,  and  carried  him  forth 
with  uncovered  heads,  and  in  sad  and  slow 
procession  bore  him  to  Greenwood,  there 
to  rest  in  the  house  appointed  for  all  the 
living. 

Thus  has  passed  away  from  among  ns, 
one  of  our  brethren,  the  most  tinsted  and 
the  most  beloved.  Again  do  we  stand  by 
tho  open  sepulchre  and  bnry  the  dead  out 
of  our  sight.  But  thanks  be  unto  God, 
this  sorrow  is  not  nnmingled  with  joy. 
Amid  onr  tears  we  hear  tbe  same  voice 
which  onoe  spoke  to  Mary  and  Martha,  say¬ 
ing,  “  Thy  brother  shkU  rise  again.  ’ '  They 
who  die  in  Christ  are  not  truly  dead  ;  they 
have  but  just  begun  to  live  ;  are  but  just 
entered  on  their  true  immortal  life.  May  we 
all  take  warning  from  this  sudden  depart¬ 
ure,  to  be  also  ready,  knowing  that  at  an 
hoar  when  we  think  not,  tho  Son  of  man 
will  ooaaa.  And  iHieu  he  comes  to  us,  may 
wo  be  os  well  prepared  to  go,  and  leave  be¬ 
hind  a  memory  and  an  example  as  truly 
blessed,  as  he  whose  loss  we  now  mourn.

mittee,  have  liberally  responded.  Soma  cf 
them  have  given  moro  largely  to  this  Fond 
than  to  any  other  of  the  many  good  objects 
whose  claims  have  been  pressed  npon  them 
in  this  year  of  unnsnal  and  argent  calls. 

These  “collections",  it  should  be  re¬ 
membered,  the  Committee  intend  to  keep 
entirely  separate  from  what  is  oontributed 
to  the  Fund,  and  to  devote  them  to  the 
gratuitous  distribution  of  its  pablioations. 
It  is  expected  that  all  our  Chorohea  will 
place  this  cause  upon  their  lists,  and  that 
these  ooIlectioDS  will  be  taken  np  every 
year.  This  is  already  done  by  the  promi- 
uent  churches  in  this  city,  and  by  great 
numbers  in  our  State  and  elsewhere.  It  is 
evident  that  in  this  way  tho  influence  and 
efficiency  of  our  denomination  will  be  great¬ 
ly  increased.  The  Fund  will  enable  us  to 
print  what  wo  preach.  Before  many  months 
are  passed  there  will  be  able  pens  at  work, 
we  hope,  adding  to  the  publications  of  the 
Committee,  and  we  shall  have  a  religions 
literature  fitted  to  make  us  still  more  widely 
respected  in  the  laud,  and  better  known, 
and  help  to  make  ns  the  power  we  should  be 
in  the  future  history  of  our  country. 

What  the  Fund  enables  ns  to  publish,  the 
annual  collections  will  permit  ns  to  circu¬ 
late.  They  will  furnish  us  the  means  to 
disseminate  our  views  fre^-ly,  and  especially 
to  scatter  the  g)x>d  seed  upon  the  broad 
lands  of  tho  West  Our  Home  Missionaries 
are  already  looking  to  this  effort  with  great 
interest,  expecting  from  itssnocess  a  power¬ 
ful  auxiliary  in  their  work.  Without  any 
additional  expense  to  the  Church,  these 
missionaries,  and  all  onr  ministers,  will 
act  as  the  efficient  and  willing  colporteurs 
of  tbe  Committee.  The  whole  plan  of  the 
Committee  is  economical,  and  has  worked 
admirably.  They  own  no,  presses  or  bind¬ 
eries.  All  their  work  is  done  by  contract 
with  responsible  houses,  at  tbe  lowest  mar¬ 
ket  prioes,  and  their  business  can  be  greatly 
extended  with  bat  little  increase  of  cYPeese 
over  the  actual  cost  of  stock  and  work. 

Many  will  be  gratified  to  loam  that 
the  Rev.  E.  H.  Qillott’s  History  of  Pres- 
byterianiam  is  now  passing  through  the 
press.  It  will  excite  the  more  atten¬ 
tion  because  of  tbe  recent  flattering  suo- 
oees  of  the  author’s  "Life  and  Times  of 
John  Baas."  The  Committee  is  also  pub¬ 
lishing  a  work  on  Baptism,  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Hall,  of  the  Auburn  Theological  Seminary; 
a  work  whioh  has  been  characterized  by 
one  of  the  author’s  co-professors,  aud  by 
others,  as  at  oooe  tbe  most  exhaustive  and 
the  most  popular  treatment  of  the  sabjoot 
that  has  ever  been  written. 


Some  smaller  works  have  recently  been 
issued  by  the  Committee,  and  among  them 
a  little  book  named  a  “  Chnrch  Catechism.’’ 
Its  design  is  to  make  the  children  of  our 
Sabbath  schools  intelligent  Presbyterians, 
to  show  them  what  the  Presbyterian 
Chnrch  is,  and  to  teach  them  the  Soriptor- 
al  grounds  of  its  doctrines  and  polity.  This 
little  work  has  come  not  a  whit  too  soon; 
and  thongh  perhaps  it  might  be  improved, 
yet  in  the  main  it  is  admirably  done,  and 
it  snpplies  a  want  that  has  long  been  felt 
We  shonld  be  glad  to  know  that  it  was  in¬ 
troduced  into  all  onr  Sabbath  schools,  and 
that  for  a  month  in  every  year  at  least  it 
formed  part  of  the  Sabbath  lesson.  Unless 
we  are  mistaken  it  would  benefit  the  teach¬ 
ers  as  well  as  the  scholars,  and  increase 
their  attachment  to  their  own  Charoh. 


THE  WEEK  OP  PBATEB. 

Thb  EvABOBiiiST  of  last  week  oontained 
the  annonnoement  of  the  annnal  Week  of 
Prayer,  whioh  has  been  observed  by  Chris¬ 
tians  of  all  denominations  for  several  years 
past.  The  origin  of  this  service — dating 
from  the  close  of  the  great  Sepoy  rebellion 
in  India — will  suggest  to  many  minds  the 
peculiar  propriety  of  its  observance  at  tho 
present  time  by  Christians  in  onr  own  land. 
War,  with  all  its  attendant  evils,  is  devasta¬ 
ting  some  of  the  fairest  portions  of  onr 
country  ;  and  large  unmbers  of  our  youth 
lire  exposed  to  temptations  and  perils  which 
will  prove  their  rain,  nnless  they  are  re¬ 
strained  by  tho  grace  of  God.  While  then 
we  have  a  just  horror  of  the  evils  insepar¬ 
able  from  war,  in  this  case  we  know  it  has 
been  forced  upon  us,  and  truth,  justice, 
and  the  cause  of  humanity  forbid  that  we 
should  falter  in  its  prosecution.  For  it  is 
a  war  tor  the  support  of  law  and  order,  and 
in  its  final  elements  for  the  right  of  ail  to 
have  the  blessed  Bible  and  the  Gospel  of 
Solvation.  While  we  pray  for  the  over¬ 
throw  of  this  gigantio  oouspiracy  against 
justioe  and  humanity,  we  are  aiding  those 
who  have  gone  forth  in  the  defence  of  our 
rights,  and  are  hastening  on  the  day  when 
inj  nstice  and  oppression  shall  cease,  and 
the  principles  of  the  Gospel  shall  triumph 
in  all  lands. 

But  aside  from  our  peculiar  circumstan¬ 
ces  aa  a  people,  in  what  way  cun  the  new 
year  be  so  well  begun,  as  by  a  solemn  ser¬ 
vice  in  whioh  all  tho  friends  of  Christ  shall 
join  together  to  supplicate  the  oatpouriug 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  ?  Were  this  annual  Con¬ 
cert  of  Prayer  observed  by  all  Christians 
throughout  the  world,  it  would  not  only 
cheer  the  hearts  of  our  missionaries  toiling 
in  heathen  lands,  assuring  them  that  they 
are  Bustained  by  the  sympathies  and  pray¬ 
ers  of  their  brethren  at  home  ;  ‘but  the  re¬ 
flex  icilacnoo  on  tho  Churches  themselves 
would  be  moat  happy.  Wateiing  others 
they  themselves  would  bo  watered.  It  is 
while  pleading  for  tho  spiritual  good  of 
others,  that  wo  are  most  sure  to  receive  the 
richest  baptisms  of  the  Spirit  on  onrselves. 
It  would  be  diffioult  to  fiud  an  instance 
where  the  W eek  of  Prayer  has  been  faith¬ 
fully  observed  by  any  oommnnity,  that  some 
graoiuus  result  has  not  offered.  In  very 
many  cases  glorious  revivals  have  followed  ; 
in  others  a  quickening  into  new  life  of  the 
members  of  Chnrches ;  God  in  both  set¬ 
ting  his  seal  of  favor  upon  it. 

But  in  order  that  such  results  may  aocom- 
pany  this  service  there  must  be  a  proper 
preparation  for  it.  Asa  contemporary  very 
I  justly  says  : 

I  The  first  thing  is  to  arrange  our  business, 
so  that  we  can  attend  it  without  distrao- 
tion.  This  is  very  important.  If  we  oome 
with  the  mind  burdene-d  with  other  things, 
we  are  not  likely  to  bo  either  interested  or 
profited.  2.  S:>eeisl  prepiration  is  needed 
lu  the  olosot.  Tbe  heart  must  be  got  right 
with  0x1,  We  most  try  to  be  in  sympathy 
with  the  objects  and  spirit  of  this  service. 
We  should  have  our  hearts  deeply  impress¬ 
ed  with  the  grandeur  of  this  great  mission¬ 
ary  work,  aud  with  our  own  responsibilities 
iu  relation  to  it.  8.  It  is  important  to  have 
a  well  digested  plan  for  couducting  the  ser¬ 
vice.  All  the  leading  topics  connected  with 
this  great  enterprise  should  be  oonoiseiy 
preseutetl,  taking  care  that  all  who  partioi- 
pate.  whether  iu  prayer  or  remarks,  he 
biief,  direct,  aud  earnest.  A  few  tedioua, 
lifeless  prayers,  and  a  few  dull,  pointless, 
prosy  addresses  at  the  beginning,  may  de¬ 
stroy  all  the  effect  of  the  whole  service. 
Let  pastor  aud  others  guard  this  point. 
Let  all  oome  up  with  hearts  duly  prepared. 
Come  expeotiug  a  great  blessing.  Oome  in 
the  spirit  of  the  wrestler,  who  said  "  I  will 
not  let  thee  go  except  thou  bless  me,"  and 
we  shall  find  it  goid  to  be  there. 

It  will  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  last 
General  Assembly  recommended  our 
ChorohcB  to  observe  this  Week  of  Prayer  ; 
aud  tho  hope  was  expressed  that  it  might 
be  the  means  of  increasing  their  spiritual¬ 
ity,  as  well  as  of  promoting  tbe  conversion 
of  the  world  at  large. 

Dr.  Qox'a  Leotures  — The  Coarse  of  Lectures 
on  Eaglisb  Poetry  whioh  we  recently  an¬ 
nounced  as  about  to  be  delivered  by  the 
venerable  Dr.  Cox,  has  been  concluded, 
with  very  gratifying  results.  A  most  intel¬ 
ligent  audienoe  was  gathered  to  hear  the 
recitation,  in  which  Humor  and  Pathos,  and 
Eloquenoe,  with  occasional  well  deserve^ 
Satire,  were  most  happily  oommihgled.  The 
last  evening  was  devoted  to  Marmion,  whioh 
with  the  aid  of  a  Diagram,  was  almost  en¬ 
acted  before  the  charmed  listeners.  Tbe 
coarse  was  pecuniarily  most  snecessfol,  and 
a  very  handseme  sam,  received  from  the 
sale  of  tickets  above  all  expenses,  was  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Lecturer  by  the  Young 
Men’s  Association  connected  with  the  Mad¬ 
ison  Square  Presbyterian  Charoh,  at  whose 
request  the  oourse  was  delivered.

THB  BBCUPHATITB  POWER  OF  IHI  CON' 

STITUnOH. 

[The  following  will  be  read  with  tpeoUl 
interest,  when  we  inform  our  readers  that 
it  is  an  extract  from  a  sermon  preached  at 
the  late  Thanksgiving  by  a  pastor  i«  a  £Zsm 
Shtte.  Three  yeara  ago  Ohnrohes  in  Sieve 
States  were  not  wont  to  hear  snoh  bold  talk 
as  this. — Eos.  Etah.] 

No  rational  man  doubts  that  Slavery  wil 
die.  The  folly  of  its  friends  has  t^ken  ila 
life,  and  inexorable  events  will  sweep  its  ear- 
case  from  the  sight  of  men.  Here,  it  seena 
to  me,  wo  may  see  the  persistent  vitality  of 
onr  institutions.  Physioians  recognise,  and 
in  their  treatment  of  disease  depend  mnek 
upon  what  they  call  vital  force  or  the  reoa- 
perative  power  of  tho  hnman  system.  It  to 
that  power  whioh  the  body  has,  of  itself, 
to  overcome  and  throw  off  maladies.  Ex¬ 
isting  in  yonth  with  tbe  greatest  energy,  it 
holds  up  the  system  against  the  shocks  of 
accident  or  tho  attacks  of  disease,  and 
brings  it  to  a  state  of  health  and  aetivity 
again.  It  becomes  feeble  as  life  advaneee, 
till  in  old  age  it  is  lost.  When  the  body  i»- 
in  its  best  estate  this  force  enables  it  to 
oast  ont  of  the  system  even  a  oonstitntional 
taint,  so  that  the  man-  transmits  a  healthful 
life  to  hia  posterity.  Such  a  reonperativw 
power  I  delight  to  recognize  in  the  Consti¬ 
tution  of  our  country. 

Unwisely,  as  we  now  believe,  yet  as  ono 
of  the  compromises  by  whioh  the  framers 
of  the  Constitution  believed  the  formation 
of  a  government  conld  alono  be  seenred, 
various  provisions,  relating  to  tbe  existenoe 
and  protection  of  Slavery  were  introduced 
and  engrafted  npon  the  Constitution.  So 
intimately  connected  with,  so  thoroughly 
making  a  part  of  this  document,  were  these 
provisions  that  there  seemed  no  way  by 
which  the  country  could  be  freed  from  the 
wrong  and  ourse  of  human  bondage,  except 
by  changing  the  form  and  wounding  the 
very  heart  of  the  Government.  But  how 
marvelloafdy  have  events  demonstrated 
that  we  did  not  know  what  a  life-power  was 
in  that  great  charter  of  freedom.  We  did 
not  imagine  that  it  could  of  itself  throw 
off  this  disease  which  seemed  so  fataL 

We  have  been  taught  some  great  lessons 
of  tho  power  of  our  institutions,  but  here, 
pel  haps,  is  tho  most  beautiful  of  them  aU. 
We  are  taught  that  Slavery  will  die,  and  yei 
the  Gunstitution  shall  live.  Without  on» 
alteration,  without  one  amendment,  un¬ 
touched  by  the  hands  of  tho  law-makers  of 
to-day,  declining  the  medications  of  trem¬ 
bling  aud  anxious  practitioners,  it  will  by 
its  own  inherent  power  rid  itself  of  whai 
the  world  feared  would  take  ita  life. 

We  cannot  say  that  those  great  men, — 
men,  the  like  of  whom  the  world  has,  per¬ 
haps,  taken  all  in  all,  never  seen, — did  ia 
reality  understand  the  far-reaching  power 
of  what  they  were  doing  when  they  created 
the  Oonstitution.  I  rather  believe  that  it 
was  here,  as  everywhere  else,  the  directing 
and  oontrolliag  power  of  the  Great  God, 
moving  their  minds  and  guiding  them  to 
oonolusiona  whose  stretch  they  did  not 
perceive,  and  while  He  permitted  them  to 
put  Slavery  in,  yet  enabled  them  to  im¬ 
pregnate  it  with  other  principles  whioh 
would  by  aud  by  throw  it  out  These  prin¬ 
ciples  are  working  to-day,  called  into  ac¬ 
tivity  by  rebellion.  Already  Slavery  hastens 
to  its  end,  already  the  Govoromeut  is  well 
nigh  deltrered  from  conneotion  with  it, 
yet  not  one  provision  has  been  violated. 
The  other  powers,  making  np  its  life  foroe. 
Lave  exerted  themselves,  and  they  aro 
throwing  off  tbe  malady  ;  tbe  heart  beat* 
strongly,  tbe  blood  flows  with  a  feverish 
bound  throngh  every  artery,  tbe  brow  u 
flashed,  the  hand  is  hot,  bat  it  is  nature  aa- 
serting  her  right  to  live ;  these  are  her 
saighty  efforts  to  be  free  from  the  poison 
which  had  well  nigh  proved  her  death.  Tho 
(‘ffoi'ts  are  aecompanied  with  many  a  throb 
of  agony,  and  they  foroe  ont  many  an  un- 
wilhug  groan,  bat  it  is  only  the  hard  pro¬ 
cess  by  which  life  and  health  are  reached. 

That  life  and  that  health  will  oome  by 
and  by.  Tbe  nation  may  go  forth  attenu¬ 
ated,  and  bear  on  her  brow  tbe  evidenoe  of 
her  trial,  but  it  will  be  the  evidenoe  of  dis¬ 
ease  overcome,  of  a  now  life  established. 
We  do  not  wish  the  Oonstitntion  to  bo 
amended,  we  do  not  wish  it  to  be  altered, 
we  do  not  wish  it  to  be  tonched  by  tbe  men 
of  to-day.  It  needs  no  alteration  or  amend¬ 
ment.  Let  all  tbe  provisions  stand  that 
protect  and  guard  Slavery — soon  there  will 
be  no  Slavery  to  be  cared  for.  The  mad¬ 
ness  of  men,  yea  rather  the  power  of  God, 
will  take  it  all  away,  and  then  these  pro¬ 
visions  shall  have  grown  obsolete  and  use¬ 
less, — no  man  shall  need  them.  So  the  seo- 
tiou  which  protected  the  Slave  trade  stands 
as  they  wrote  it,  its  words  seem  full  of 
meaning — "The  migration  or  importation 
of  such  persons  as  any  et  the  States,  now 
existing,  shall  think  proper  to  admit, 
shall  not  be  prohibited  by  Oougress" — 
but  the  “eighteen  hundred  and  eight’* 
came  and  went,  aud  they  beo*me  dead 
words,  historic,  marking  tbe  advance  of 
liberty,  but  only  dead.  So  let  the  words 
that  have  spoken  through  eighty  years  for 
Slavery,  let  them  all  stand :  perhaps  the 
year  has  almost  gone  which  shall  make 
them  too  forever  lifeless.  Let  them  be  em¬ 
balmed  ;  they  shall  still  forever  be  bistorie 
too,  and  tell  bow  great  and  how  wise,  even 
in  their  mistakes,  the  fathers  of  the  Bepub- 
lio  were,  and  how  good  their  work.

MISSIOMABT  BIDaX. 

Chickamauga  comprehends  a  considerable 
district  extending  up  and  down  a  creek  of 
that  name  which  empties  into  the  Tennes¬ 
see  River,  near  Chattanooga,  running  a 
Northwest  coarse.  Seven  miles  in  a  direct 
line  up  this  creek,  or  fifteen,  following  its 
coarse,  was  locat^  Brainard,  the  first  mis¬ 
sionary  station  established  by  the  American 
Board  among  the  Cherokee  Indians  in  1817. 
In  this  region  this  tribe  held  a  territory  of 
12,000  square  miles,  or  8,000,000  acres,  guar¬ 
anteed  to  them  by  the  United  States,  two- 
thirds  of  whic’a  lay  in  Georgia.  Brainard 
was  situated  on  the  West  side  of  this  creek. 
On  the  same  side  is  situated  the  ridge  of 
land  now  called  Missionary  Ridge,  doubtless 
from  the  circumstance  that  the  missionary 
station  was  in  that  neighborhood.  This 
station  comprised  a  farm  of  45  acres,  which 
was  cultivated  by  the  mission  in  order  to 
introduce  among  the  Indians  habits  of  in- 
dtutry  and  of  civilized  life.  Lookout  Moun¬ 
tain  is  seven  miles  due  West  from  Brainard. 
From  its  summit  a  magnificent  landscape  is 
open  to  view,  extending  over  the  surround¬ 
ing  country  and  even  to  the  Blue  Ridge. 

This  was  the  Cherokee’s  favorite  hunting- 
ground.  Over  it  the  State  of  Georgia  ex¬ 
tended  her  laws,  and  imprisoned  the  mis¬ 
sionaries  who  refused  to  take  the  oath  of 
allegiance  to  them.  The  United  States  also 
took  the  8,000,000  acres  of  land,  paying 
them  only  the  sum  of  ^00, 000,  and  remov¬ 
ing  them  beyond  the  Mississippi.  The  in¬ 
justice  and  suffering  attending  their  removal 
is  little  known  to  the  present  generation. 
Tbe  missionaries  were  dragged  from  their 
fields  of  labor  by  armed  soldiers  of  the  State 
of  Georgia,  treated  with  great  indignity, 
and  immured  in  the  penitentiary  for  a  year 
and  four  months.  In  tbe  meantime  the 
lands  of  the  Cherokees  were  surveyed  and 
divided  into  farms  of  one  hundred  and  forty 
acres  each,  and  distributed  by  a  lottery 
among  the  inhabitants  of  the  State ;  coun¬ 
ties  were  organized,  magistrates  appointed 
and  courts  held,  and  the  number  of  whites 
who  crowded  into  the  territory  exceeded 
that  of  the  Indians.  They  were  men  who 
took  every  means  to  draw  the  Indians 


into  intemperance  and  debanohery.  When 
the  time  for  removal,  by  a  treaty  nego¬ 
tiated  by  a  portion  of  the  chiefs,  came, 
families  were  tedeen  from  their  houses 
and  farms,  ‘leaving  their  furniture  and 
flocks,  and  marched  under  strong  guards 
to  camps  selected  as  starting  places ; 
and  such  were  the  hardships  of  the  journey 
to  their  new  homes  that  one-fourth  of  the 
nation  died  on  the  way. 

Is  it  strange  that  should  visit  the  in¬ 
iquities  of  the  fathers  upon  the  children  in 
this  very  region  where  so  much  injustice 
and  wrong  was  inflicted  upon  a  people  who 
had  ever  been  the  firm  friends  of  the  white 
man,  and  who  were  laying  aside  the  pursuits 
of  the  chase,  and  fast  becoming  a  civilized 
and  Christian  people? — Vtrmont  Chronicle. 


Expedition  to  the  Holy  Land.— Dr.  M’Glin- 
tock  writes  from  Paris :  M.  da  Sauloy, 
member  of  the  Institute  whose  book  on 
disputed  places  in  Palestine  made  a  great 
stir  some  years  ago,  left  Paris  some  short 
time  back  for  Jerusalem,  to  examine  the 
monuments  of  Judea,  and  particularly  those 
in  the  countries  beyond  the  Jordan,  which 
have  hitherto  been  very  incompletely  ex¬ 
plored.  M.  de  Sauloy  is  acoompanied  by 
M.  Saizmann,  explorer  of  Camiros,  by  the 
Abbe  Michon,  who  is  already  well  acquaint¬ 
ed  with  the  antiquities  of  the  Holy  Land, 
and  by  Captain  Gelis,  of  the  French  Gen¬ 
eral  Staff,  who  has  drawn  a  map  of  a  i^art 
of  Syria.  The  Minister  of  Public  Instiuc- 
tiou  has  taken  this  mission  under  his  pa¬ 
tronage,  {md  encouraged  it  by  a  subsidy. 
M.  de  Saulay,  as  is  well  known,  differs  in 
opinion  from  several  savants  as  to  the  an¬ 
tiquity  df  the  walls  still  standing  of  Solo¬ 
mon’s  Temple. 

Death  of  Dr.  Mcjaul. — Kmovg  the  recent 
deaths  in  London  is  that  of  llev.  Dr.  Alex¬ 
ander  MoCaul,  D.D.,  rector  of  St.  Magnus. 
He  was  an  eminent  Hebrew  scholar.  Profes¬ 
sor'  of  Divinity  in  Kings’  College,  and  au¬ 
thor  of  numerous  theological  publications, 
including  “Mornings  with  the  Jesuits,’’ 
and  also  a  very  able  “  Handbook  ’’  in  reply 
to  Dr.  G'jl^npo’s  work  on  the  Pentateuch. 
He  preached  the  old  truths  t.aught  him  as  a 
boy.  He  was  the  son  of  humblo  parents  in 
Maiy’s  Abbey  Presbyterian  congregation, 
Dublin,  and  was  educated  at  Trinity  Col- 
lege. 

Ths  Alliance  of  the  Latin*. — Says  an  intelli¬ 
gent  writer  now  in  Italy  :  “If  the  Congress 
project  fails — and  it  will  fail,  for  the  Em¬ 
peror  Napoleon  only  started  the  idea  in  the 
certainty  that  it  would  fail— the  mask  will 
bo  thrown  off,  and  there  will  be  seen  either 
this  alliance,  or  at  least  an  alliance  of  the 
peoples  of  the  Latin  race,  France  at  the 
head.  Yon  have  observed  no  donbt  the  at¬ 
titude  of  Spain  and  Portugal  Like  Italy, 
those  two  States  navigate  wholly  in  French 
waters.  In  any  case  I  guarantee  yon  this 
much,  that  in  six  weeks  France  can  put  in 
motion  abont  a  million  of  soldiers,  and  Italy 
300,000.  Besides  tbe  fleet  of  twenty-six 
ships,  which  manoauvred  in  Naples,  we  have 
ten  of  the  first  class  on  different  stations, 
and  there  are  fifteen  cnirassod  vessels  being 
built  for  us  in  America,  France,  England, 
Leghorn,  Genoa,  and  Castellamare,  which 
will  be  all  ready  for  sea  before  the  Spring.’’ 

Ba:.s:an  War  Preparations — The  prepara¬ 
tions  for  war  on  the  part  of  Russia  are  ex¬ 
traordinary  ard  enormous,  both  on  the 
Black  Ssa  and  at  Oronstadt.  Iron-plated 
ships  and  gunboats  in  numbers  have  been, 
or  are  being  built,  vast  additions  made  to 
tbe  regular  army,  and  at  Cronsb^t  burgee 
with  stones  are  l^ing  sunk,  so  aKo  render 
the  entiance  as  impassible  as  when  the  Brit¬ 
ish  Admiral,  Napier,  was  baffled  in  1855, 
and  obliged  to  content  himself  with  a  chal¬ 
lenge  to  the  Russian  Admiral  to  “come 
oat  ’’  and  fight  him,  which  the  Mascovite 
very  naturally,  and  without  any  reflection 
on  bis  courage,  refused  to  do. 

A  letter,  headed  “  A  Voice  from  Russia,’’ 
appeared  in  yesterday’s  Times,  describing 
the  condition  of  a  number  of  those  for¬ 
tresses  and  prisons  in  which  captured  Poles 
are  confined,  and  denying  that,  as  a  mle, 
they  were  over-crowded,  or  that  the  prison¬ 
ers  were  under-fed.  On  the  other  hand,  a 
long  list  of  cruelties,  on  women  as  well  as 
men,  are  recorded  on  apparently  authentic 
I  grounds. 

I  Very  French. — Napoleon  having  made  Re¬ 
nan  a  handsome  present  in  money  for  his 
abominable  Fte  de  Jesus,  has  now  written  a 
letter  to  Mgr.  Prisis,  Bishop  of  Arras,  con¬ 
gratulating  him  on  “the  energy  with  which 
he  defends  the  faith  against  a  work  which 
attempts  to  raise  doubts  on  one  of  the  fnn- 
damental  principles  of  our  religion.’’  Re¬ 
nan  has  received  from  Victor  Emmanuel  the 
decoration  of  SS.  Maurice  and  Lazarus, — a 
proper  enough  thing  to  be  done  by  a  man 
who  is  excommunicated  and  wishes  to  prove 
that  he  deserves  it.  But  notwithstanding 
the  money,  and  the  decoration,  and  the  nine 
editions  to  which  his  book  has  gone,  Renan 
is  said  to  be  so  disgusted  by  the  severity 
with  which  the  weakness  and  sentimental¬ 
ity  of  it  have  been  exposed  to  ridicnle  on 
all  sides,  that  he  has  almost  resolved  not  to 
go  on  with  it.  Bo  much  the  better !  — 
Church  Journal. 

Present  from  the  Queen  to  Krs.  Davis. — Our 
readers  will  probably  remember  the  mar¬ 
riage  at  St.  John’s  Ohurob,  Chatham,  a 
short  time  since,  the  young  African  Prin¬ 
cess,  Miss  Bonetta  Forbes,  the  protegee  of 
the  Queen,  and  educated  at  the  expense  of 
Her  Majesty,  who  always  took  the  most 
livelv  interest  in  her  welfare  and  occasion¬ 
ally  bad  her  at  court.  On  the  occasion  of 
the  marriage  of  the  young  princess  to  J. 
Davis,  Esq.,  a  colored  West  India  mer¬ 
chant,  who  has  since  settled  on  tbe  Gold 
Coast,  the  Queen  took  tho  most  lively  inter¬ 
est  in  the  event,  and  made  Miss  Forbes 
several  handsome  wedding  presents.  Intel¬ 
ligence  has  now  been  received  of  a  further 
mark  of  favor  conferred  on  Mrs.  Davis, 
who  has  gpven  birth  to  a  daughter,  to  whom 
Her  Majesty  has  stood  godmether  t>y  proxy. 
At  the  same  time  the  Queen  has  presented 
to  her  godchild  a  beantifnl  gold  cup,  salver, 
knife,  fork,  and  spoon  of  the  same  material, 
as  a  baptismal  present.  The  cap  and  salver 
bear  the  following  inscription  :  “  To  Victo¬ 
ria  Davis,  from  her  godmother,  Victoria, 
Queen  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  1863.’’ 
— Englisji  Paper. 

Ths  Cuban  Slave  Trad*. — Some  of  the  West 
India  papers  anticipate  much  better  prices 
for  future  sugar  crops,  in  consequence  of 
the  diversion  of  labor  elsewhere  to  the 
growth  of  cotton,  and  indulge  in  hopes  of 
a  speedy  return  of  prosperity  to  the  islands. 
At  Jamaica,  petitions  are  in  circulation, 
calling  the  attention  of  the  Imperial  Gov¬ 
ernment  to  the  “  alarming  growth  of  the 
slave  trade  to  Caba,’’  which  is  considered 
damaging  to  the  neighboring  colonies. 
Two  slavers  heavily  loaded,  recently  left 
the  African  coast,  loaded  in  all  probability 
with  supplies  for  the  Cuban  market. 

I  The  CMiion  of  tba  Ionian  Islands. — The  proto¬ 
col  ratifying  the  resignation  of  the  protec¬ 
torate  and  the  cession  of  the  Ionian  Islands 
to  the  kingdom  of  Greece  by  Great  Britain, 
has  been  signed  by  the  representatives  of 
Corfu. 


Dr.  Horatius  Sonar,  of  Eelsa — A  project  is  on 
foot  to  erect  a  new  ohuroh  for  this  dis¬ 
tinguished  Christian  author.  The  ohuroh 
in  which  he  has  hitherto  ministered  was 
erected  about  twenty-six  years  ago  by  the 
aid  of  the  late  Mr.  Nisbet  (the  publisher) 
and  other  Christian  men.  The  building  was 
occupied  by  the  congregation  after  the  dis- 
raption,  but  last  May  a  communication  was 
received  from  the  law  agents  of  the  Estab¬ 
lished  Presbytery  of  Kelso,  requiring  the 
titles  of  the  North  Church  to  be  made  up  in 
accordance  with  the  original  constitution. 
This  being  considered  as  a  claim  to  the  pos¬ 
session  of  the  church  on  the  part  of  the 
Establishment,  and  the  first  of  a  series  of 
steps  abont  to  be  takes  to  enforce  that  claim, 
the  minister  and  congregation  resolved  to 
leave  the  church  and  build  a  new  one. 

thanksgiving  for  tbs  Harvest — The  Record 
reports  that  the  Episcopal  recommendation 
of  a  public  thanksgiving  for  the  late  bounti¬ 
ful  harvest  has  been  well  received  in  every 
diocese.  The  act,  adds  our  contemporary, 
would  indeed  have  been  more  national  and 
striking  had  a  thanlcsgiving  been  proclaim¬ 
ed  by  the  Sovereign,  and  a  specisl  Sunday 
appointed  for  the  purpose. 

A  College  for  South  Africa — We  learn,  says 
the  British  Standard,  by  the  last  Cape  mail 
that  Dr.  William  Gill,  of  Somerset  East,  a 
resident  in  the  colony  for  forty-four  years, 
and  a  son  of  the  Rev.  George  Gill,  a  Dis¬ 
senting  minister  of  Market  Harborough, 
Leicestershire,  had  died  and  left  his  earn¬ 
ings,,  from  £18,01)0  to  £20,000,  for  the  en¬ 
dowment  of  a  college  in  the  Eastern  Pro¬ 
vince. 

The  Oldest  Married  Couple  in  tho  World. — • 
There  are  living  in  Marulau,  in  this  colony, 
two  persons,  hnsijand  and  wife,  aged  re¬ 
spectively  111  and  107  years.  They  are  ex¬ 
tremely  feeble  and  bedridden,  but  are  in 
possession  of  both  sight  and  hearing.  The 
old  iu::a  arrived  in  the  first  fleet  in  1788, 
and  has  consequently  been  seventy-five 
years  in  the  colony  of  New  South  Wales. — 
Sydney  ( N.  S.  W. )  Empire. 

Tho  Bombardment  of  Eagosima,  Japan. — Lord 
Clarence  Paget  defends  the  bombardment 
of  Kagosima,  or  rather  excuses  it.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  him,  if  there  had  not  been  a  gale  of 
wind  blowing  at  the  time,  the  forts  only 
wonld  Lave  beou  destroyed.  The  storm 
which  raged,  however,  prevented  the  gun¬ 
ners  of  the  fleet  from  taking  accurate  aim, 
and  thus  tho  town  was  shelled. 

Opposition  to  State  Aid  for  Edaoation  in  South 
Australia. — A  motion  to  abolish  all  State  aid 
to  education  at  the  close  of  the  enrrent  year 
has  been  lost.  This  matter  was  nrged  on 
by  the  Roman  Catholics,  who  are  opposed 
to  tho  reading  of  Soriptoros  in  schools, 
which  the  presfut  system  requires.  A  pe¬ 
tition,  with  8,000  names  attached,  was 
found  to  have  been  signed  by  whole  fami¬ 
lies,  and  by  many  with  marks  without  any 
witness.  The  priests  have  been  the  mov¬ 
ers,  and  of  course  their  flocks  are  in  duty 
bound,  whether  they  think  it  best  ov  not, 
to  follow  their  \osAoxs.— English  Paper. 

The  Ijondan  Daily  Kems  publishes  a  pri¬ 
vate  letter  dated  Victoria  (Australia)  Aug. 
24th,  which  gives  a  very  unfavorable  ac¬ 
count  of  tbe  state  of  things  in  that  colony, 
and  especially  of  the  prospects  of  female 
emigrants: — “There  have  been  no  less 
than  400  single  girls  arrived  this  month,  and 
it  is  shocking  to  see  them  in  the  condition 
they  are  in  ;  not  one-third  of  them  can  got 
employment.  You  will  see  oil  the  diggings 
swarmed  with  them,  taking  up  with  any 
man  that  will  keep  them.  ...  It  is  shock¬ 
ing  to  see  such  tine  young  women  obliged 
to  coma  to  this.  They  come  out  here  ;  they 
know  no  one ;  and  if  they  do  not  get  a 
situation  w'itbin  a  fortnight  they  are  sent 
out,  as  tho  Government  depot  can’t  keep 
them  for  want  of  room.  There  are  no 
less  than  200  married  couples  and  800 
singlo  women,  besides  single  men,  in  the 
depot  at  present,  and  the  ships  expected 
daily  are  supposed  to  contain  something 
like  3,000  souls.  What  the  poor  creatures 
will  do,  God  only  knows.  So  much  for 
emigration”!  The  Md'oume  Arjusspeake 
of  new  emigration  re^nilatious  to  cumo 
into  operation  on  the  1st  of  January,  1861. 
They  will,  it  is  hoped,  tend  to  remedy  or 
mitigate  present  evils.

Port  Jervii,  N.  T —  The  Presbyterian 
Chnrch  in  this  pleasant  and  prosperous  vil¬ 
lage  of  Orange  county,  under  the  pastoral 
care  of  Rev.  Dr.  Fairchild,  former  Secre- 
tary  of  the  American  and  Foreign  Chris¬ 
tian  Union,  was  again  enlarged  on  the  first 
Babbath  of  the  present  month  by  an  ac- 
oession  of  seventeen  members  to  its  Commu¬ 
nion.  Of  these,  fourteen  were  received  on 
prfrfession  of  their  faith,  and  three  by  let¬ 
ters  from  other  Churches.  Of  those  who 
were  received  on  profession,  eleven  were 
heads  of  families,  and  seven  were  baptized. 

Just  before  the  Communion,  the  Church 
held  a  meeting  of  a  few  days*  continnance, 
in  the  early  part  of  which  Rev.  Mr.  Pier¬ 
son  of  Florida,  N.  Y.,  and  subsequently 
Bev.  Dr.  Parker  of  Newark,  N.  J.,  render¬ 
ed  good  service,  which  was  highly  appre- 
eiated  by  the  pastor  and  the  people,  and 
owned  by  the  great  head  of  the  Church 
nnivmal.  Rev.  Mr.  Kellogg  of  Milford, 
Pa.,  kindly  attended  and  took  part  in  the 
exercises  in  the  beginning,  bat  was  soon 
celled  home  to  attend  to  duties  in  Lis  own 
Ohnroh. 

Rev.  Dr.  Parker,  a  few  days  after  his  first 
visit,  and  after  the  communion,  returned 
and  iq>ent  three  days  in  preaching.  The 
meetings  were  well  attended,  grere  solemn 
and  impressive,  and  the  truths  of  the  Gos¬ 
pel  were  made  effective  upon  the  hearts  of 
many,  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost  By 
these  services  Christians  have  been  edified, 
and  some  souls  converted,  and  a  happy  re- 
Hgioos  impression  now  rests  upon  the  whole 
parish.  A  considerable  number  are  now 
inquiring,  and  some  are  entertaining  hope. 
For  more  than  a  year  there  have  been 
j>  manifestly  extraordinary  infiuences  of  the 
Spirit  attending  the  ministrations  of  the 
Word  in  the  congregation  ;  the  preaching 
and  pastoral  visitations  have  been  followed

of  the  sword,  and  there’s  a  good  time  com¬ 
ing  ! 

Iks  rise  Fointt  Houe  of  ladwstry,  whose 
field— the  Sixth  Ward — oontains  20,000 
aonls,  and  not  a  single  Protestant  Church 
eontiaaes  its  good  work.  There  are  at 
IsMt  5,000  ebildren  who  do  not  attend 
■sbooL  In  one  year  233,401  meals  were 
given  to  the  poor  at  a  cost  of  $5,324,02. 
Through  this  means  they  were  enabled  to 
mstroet  1025  chUdren.  A  Bible  reader 
amployed,  who  visits  from  house  to  house, 
le  empathize  and  advise  with  the  poor. 


A  Wa&t— A  writer  in  the  CongregationaiHst 
complains  that  in  Boston  there  is  no  central 
attraction  in  the  form  of  a  Congregational 
Honse,  in  which  should  be  installed  the  So¬ 
cieties  of  the  denomination,  and  which 
should  be  provided  with  a  library  and  suit¬ 
able  rooms  for  missionary,  ministerial,  and 
committee  meetings.  He  thinks  that  a 
thorough  union  of  Boston  pastors  and 
Churches  is  necessary,  in  order  in  some 
measure  to  supply  with  moral  bonds  the 
lack  of  those  outward  links  by  which  most 
other  denominations  are  nnited.  The 
Churches  of  a  denomination  lose  much  of 
their  power  when  left  to  isolated  action,  as 
under  pure  Independency. 

Bev.  E.  F.  Hammond  has  been  for  several 
weeks  at  Lawrence,  Mass.,  engaged  in  char¬ 
acteristic  labors,  chiefly  among  the  young. 
A  letter  from  there  says  :  “  Our  evaugelicol 
pastors  and  private  Christians  of  different 
denominations  are  unitedly  and  cordially 
cooperating  with  Brother  Hammond  in 
anion  meetings  and  efforts  to  bring  sinners 
to  Christ  Many  of  adult  age,  and  more 
among  the  children  are  bowing  their  hearts 
to  Jesus  finding  in  him  a  precious,  per 
soual  Saviour.  Interesting  particulars 
might  be  given,  but  the  time  has  not  yet 
come.” 

A  Model  Church.— It  is  stated  that  every 
man  belonging  to  a  little  Church  not  far 
from  Springfield,  Mass.  (Mittineague),  is 
regular  and  constant  in  his  attendance  on 
weekly  prayer-meetings.  One  of  our  Bos- 
t<m  contemporaries  well  inquires  :  Is  there 
any  other  pastor  so  favored,  or  can  any 
other  Church  in  the  State  show  such  a  re¬ 
cord?

It  meets  at  10  A.  M.  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church.

Recaftitbe  or  thi  "CnrsArKAKB.”— We  need 
not  recapitulate  the  metbod  of  capture,  murder¬ 
ously  effected  very  early  on  the  morning  of  the 
6th.  The  Chesaytakt  having  got  rid  of  her  passen¬ 
gers  and  most  of  the  old  crew,  steered  to  the 
Eastward  from  Portland,  under  charge  of  “  Lieut. 
John  Clibbon  Braine,”  so  called  in  the  order  for 
the  capture  of  the  vessel,  signed  by  “  John  Park¬ 
er,”  who,  it  will  be  recollected,  commanded  the 
rebel  privateer  Eetribution,  previous  to  her  cap¬ 
ture.  Off  St.  John,  N.  B.,  she  received  the  latter 
on  board  ns  commander.  He  Is  a  commissioned 
officer  in  the  rebel  navy,  although  some  accounts 
'siiy  his  real  name  is  Locke— a  Nova  ScotLin,  and 
formerly  a  shipmaster  from  Boston.  The  Ch'ta- 
peake  next  proceedt^  to  various  small  ports  in 
Nova  Scotia,  hugging  the  coast  in  order  to  avoid 
the  Union  vessels  in  search  of  her,  and  perhaps  to 
await  a  favorable  chance  to  receive  an  armament 
from  some  sympathizing  “  neutral  ”  vessel. 

Her  career  in  tlic  hands  of  the  pirates  was 
destined  to  be  brief— covering  but  eight  days. 
The  Ella  and  Anna,  one  of  the  fast  blockiulc  run¬ 
ners  recently  taken  off  Wilmington,  was  close  on 
her  track.  Wherever  she  touched  she  received 
information  of  the  whcrealwuts  of  the  pirates, 
and  finally  at  daylight  on  'lliursday  morning,  the 
17  th,  came  upon  their  rendezvous  in  Sambro 
HarlK>r,  near  Halifax.  No  nsistance  was  made 
by  the  outla^v8,  all  of  whom  fled  from  a  sumptu¬ 
ous  breakfast,  and,  with  the  exception  cf  three, 
who  were  capturetl,  made  good  their  escape.  Par¬ 
ker  and  Braine  are  thus  at  large.  The  Chesapeake 
was  immediately  taken  in  tow  for  an  American 
port,  blit  being  met  by  the  gunboat  Dacatah,  w.aa 
ordered  into  Halifax  for  the  sanotion  of  the  Brit¬ 
ish  authorities,  arriving  there  at  4  o'clock  on 
Thursday  afternoon. 

After  consultation,  ns  wo  presume,  with 
the  Government  at  Wa-shington,  the  Chesapeake 
was  delivered  over  to  tho  British  authorities  on 
the  19th.  But  the  end  is  not  yet.  Says  a  tele¬ 
gram  dated  at  Halifax  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
19th : 

‘‘At  one  o’clock  this  afternoon  the  steamer 
Chesapeake  and  the  prisoners  on  board  of  lier  were 
dclivcretl  over  to  the  Government.  Upon  the  ar¬ 
rival  of  the  boat  containing  the  prisoners  at  the 
Queen’s  wharf  the  excitement  became  intense. 
The  prisoners  were  immediately  seized  and  hur¬ 
ried  off  by  the  crowd  in  attendance.  Upon  the 
Government  olliiers  moving  to  arrest  the  prison¬ 
ers,  under  a  warrant,  they  were  seized  aud  held 
by  prominent  citiz>3US  and  rendered  powerless  to 
j>erform  tlieir  duty.  Tho  crowd  finally  succeeded 
in  getting  the  pirates  off  in  a  small  Ixiat,  which 
forthwith  moved  down  the  bay.  The  affiur  caus¬ 
es  the  greatest  excitement  tliroughout  tlie  city. 
What  course  tho  authorities  will  pursue  in  the 
matter  it  is  impossible  to  s  ly.  The  pirat-es  are 
now  all  at  liberty,  scattered  throughout  the  prov¬ 
ince.  'i’he  Union  gunboats  Kiagara,  Dacotah,  Ella 
and  Annie,  Acacia,  and  Cornui-ia,  arc  preparing  to 
leave.” 

The  Chesapeake  robliers  are  nudonbtodly  ‘‘  pi¬ 
rates,”  by  public  law.  The  .action  of  the  British 
authorities  indicates  that  they  did  not  regard 
these  men  as  ordinary  rebel  belligerents,  imd  the 
claim  of  our  own  Government  shows  that  it  does 
not  look  upon  the  Chesapeake  as  transluteil  into  a 
rebel  privateer,  by  a  horrible  act  of  bloodshed. 
These  men  probably  held  no  commission  from 
any  source.  ’I'hey  were  releiised  blockade  run¬ 
ners,  desperadoes  cf  a  dozen  sCii-ports,  ready  to 
enter  upon  a  career  of  crime  on  the  high  seas, 
and  trust  to  rapid  .sailing  and  manufactureil  papers 
for  exemption.  The  authorties  have,  in  view  of 
this  transaction,  felt  eoiupellcd  to  retufu  to  the 
passport  system. 

A  Bold  Murdsir  for  Money. — A  crime  of  almost 
unexampled  boldness  was  committed  in  Malden, 
Mass.,  at  noon  onTuesilay  the  loth  inst  ,  and  the 
bank  at  that  place  was  robbed  of  $5,000.  In 
order  to  the  success  of  this  bold  venture,  the  only 
occupant  at  the  moment,  a  son  of  one  of  the  offi¬ 
cers,  was  shot  de.ad.  S^iys  the  Boston  corro.-iiKMul- 
ent  of  the  Springfield  Republican  : 

“  llje  cruel,  cruel  murder  of  young  Frank  Con¬ 
verse,  in  tlie  bank  at  Malden,  is  one  of  tlio.se 
events  wbicli  stirtle  the  community,  especially 
those  who  live  in  the  town  or  neighborhood, 
more  than  tlie  news  of  a  great  disivster  at  sea,  or 
a  groat  battle  in  which  tliousands  of  inca  have 
been  slaughtered.  Those  who  have  never  liveil 
in  a  town  wliich  h.os  lieeu  thus  visited  by  Muixler, 
cannot  know  the  terrible  sensation.  'niI.syoiing- 
bter  was  a  bright  eyed,  ruddy  compic.xioneil,  fair¬ 
haired  boy,  whom  T  used  often  to  see  in  the  cars 
on  his  way  to  aud  from  school  in  Boston.  Quo 
who  loves  to  look  at  all  boys,  would  esjxi’ially  de¬ 
light  to  sec  this  one.  The  innocent  and  faithful 
guardian  of  other  men’s  money,  he  was  in  one  in¬ 
stant  of  overwhelming  terror  sent  out  of  the 
world  by  the  hand  of  a  man  whose  only  motive 
was  plunder.  All  the  elements  of  an  atrocious 
anil  cold  blooded  murder  combine  in  this  one. 
No  provocation  whatever  ;  no  motive  except  the 
worst ;  tlie  utmost  dclilx'ialion,  aud  the  coldest 
!ind  clearest  calculation  of  dianccs, — these,  with 
tlie  ch.aracter  iff  the  victim,  and  tlie  “  household 
wreck  ”  which  the  catiustrophe  Inis  made,  create  a 
cli.aptcr  of  hoiTors  rarely  equalled  in  the  history 
of  CTime.  The  mo.st  frequent  comment  is  tliat 
the  .succ(!88  of  such  a  plot  in  a  p.;>piilous  town  Ls  a 
very  striuige  thing.  But  Maiden,  though  a  large 
town,  empties  a  very  large  portion  of  all  its  in¬ 
habitants  into  Boston  hy  the  morning  trains.  The 
street  where  the  Lank  is  situated  is  like  the  main 
street  of  most  country  towns.  I  have  frequently 
lieen  up  and  down  without  meeting  in  its  whole 
distince,  more  than  lialf  a  dozen  people.  The  as¬ 
sassin  must  have  watched  the  street  cl.rsoly,  and 
then  coniinittcHl  the  murder  and  robbery  almost 
instantly.” 

M.u.  Of»'.  Jori.v  Ilri'ORD,  whose  name  has  liccn 
prominently  a.ssociate<I  with  the  cavalry  arm  of 
the  forces  of  Gen.  Meade  and  his  predecessors, 
died  of  chronic  dysemtery  contnictcil  hy  hard  ser¬ 
vice  and  fc.vposure,  at  the  residence  of  Gen.  Stone- 
man  in  Washington,  on  the  16lh  in-t.  The  de- 
cea3<.d  w.as  born  in  Kentucky  abont  the  year  16117, 
and  grailiiated  at  West  Point  in  1848.  When  tho 
cavalry  corps  of  tlie  Army  of  the  Potomac  was 
formed  into  tliree  ilivisions,  he  was  as.sigued  to 
the  first  division,  llisservioes  to  tlie  Union  c.uise 
have  lieen  unremitting  and  invaluable.  P.y  gen¬ 
eral  coasent,  he  was  allowed  to  he  the  best  etvalry 
commander  in  tlie  army.  On  all  occasions  he  dis¬ 
played  coolness,  determination,  and  dauntless  bra¬ 
very.  He  was  always  at  tlie  heinl  of  bis  trc>ops, 
never  asking  them  to  embark  in  any  enterprise 
where  he  was  not  ready  to  Uke  tho  leiwl.  Gen¬ 
eral  Buford  never  turned  from  the  line  of  strict 
duty,  citlicr  in  pursuit  of  pleasure  or  to  adv.anee 
jxTRmal  interest,  and  a  more  modest,  unselfish, 
and  trnc-hcarted  man  never  drew  sword. 

His  funeral  took  place  on  the  ‘JOth  in  the  Fiist 
Presbyterian  Church  (Dr.  Gurley’s)  and  was  the 
most  imposing  thus  far  since  the  war  broke  out. 
Eight  Major  Generals  acted  as  pall-hearers.  The 
Presiilent,  Secretary  Stanton,  Gen.  Halleck,  &o., 
were  present,  and  there  was  scarcely  a  dry  eye  iu 
the  house  when  Dr.  Gurley  recounted  the  sei  vices 
of  the  decea-seil.  Chaplain  Grade  off-.  red  a  most 
touching  prayer,  and  the  whole  services  were  of 
the  most  impressive  and  affecting  character. 

The  General's  favorite  horse,  ‘‘Grey  Eiglc,” 
was  led  Ix'hind  the  hearse.  'Tlie  last  words  of 
Gcmeral  Buford,  in  u  state  of  scmi-dcliriiini,  were 
highly  characterii^ic  of  the  man  and  tlie  soldier. 
With  the  energy  of  delirium,  he  exclaimed,  with 
Ills  last  breath: — “Send  fur  the  hiigade  com¬ 
manders;  i>ut  guards  on  ail  these  roads,  and  keep 
tliosc  men  from  going  to  the  rear.” 

It  is  the  purpose  of  tlic  First  Cavalry  Division 
to  erect  a  splendid  moninucnt  to  the  memory  of 
their  beloved  General  at  Wes^’oint,  whither  his 
remains  were  conveyed  hy  a  ijPdal  train. 

The  Army  of  tub  Potomac. — A  pretty  strong 
bo<ly  of  Stuart's  cavalry  made  an  attack  on 
Thursday  night  on  our  advance  posts  guarding 
tlie  bridges  at  Pope’s  run,  on  tlic  Grange  &  Ah  x- 
andria  Itailroad,  consisting  of  a  company  of  tire 
One  Hundred  and  Fifty-fifth  New  Yoik  regiment, 
capturing  a  small  party  of  them.  'Jhe  enemy  at¬ 
tempted  to  destroy  the  bridges,  but  the  wood  wa.s 
so  sirturated  by  the  rain,  which  was  falling  heavily 
during  the  attack,  that  it  would  not  take  fire, 
and  they  were  compelled  to  retire,  after  cutting 
the  stringers  and  letting  the  briitges  down.  At 
daylight  on  the  18th  inst.,  Gen.  Corcoran  sent  a 
cavalry  force  from  Fairfax  in  pursuit  I'hc  tele¬ 
graph  wires,  which  the  raiders  liad  cut,  were  put 
in  order,  and  tho  bridges  so  far  repaired  that 
traias  were  run  at  eleven  o’clock.  The  rebels  left

George  I.  King,  of  Quincy,  III.,  says  the 
Chrisiian  Herald,  has  recently  spent  three 
Sabbaths  at  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  and  organized 
a  new  Chnrch  iu  connection  with  our  de¬ 
nomination,  with  prospects  highly  favor¬ 
able.  The  Eiders  are  Joseph  Lambrite  and 
Elbridge  Gurney.  One  of  the  Deacons  in 
part  of  one  forenoon  raised  more  than 
$700  towards  the  support  of  a  minister. 

Ordination. — Charles  W,  Bulkley  and  John 
MeVey  of  the  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
were  ordained  ns  evangelists  by  the  Fourth 
Presbytery  of  New  York  on  Thursday  even¬ 
ing  of  last  week.  The  services  took  place 
in  the  Eleventh  Presbyterian  Chnrch.  The 
Sermon  was  preached  by  Itev.  Prof.  H.  B, 
Smith  ;  the  Ordaining  Prayer  wm  offered  by 
Dr.  Howard  Crosby  of  the  Fourth  Avenue 
Church,  and  tho  Charge  was  delivered  by 
Dr.  S.  H.  Cox.  The  occasion  was  made  pe¬ 
culiarly  solemn  by  the  very  recent  death  of 
the  pastor  of  the  Church,  Dr.  Hovey,  at 
whose  request  the  services  were  appointed. 
Mr.  MoVey  has  been  connected  with  this 
Church  from  his  youth  up,  and  was  with  his 
beloved  pastor  much  of  the  time  daring  his 
last  sickness. 

Tho  Other  Brasch. — The  Central  Chnrch 
Alleghany,  Pa. ,  formerly  Dr.  Plumer’s,  but 
for  some  time  under  the  pastoral  care  of 
Rev.  Thomas  X,  Orr,  has  paid  off  its  entire 
debt.  The  congregation  is  flourishing. 

We  find  the  following  item  in  the  Portland 
(Oregon)  Advocate:  ‘‘The  tower  on  the 
new  Presbyterian  Chnrch  is  now  complete  ; 
it  presents  a  handsome  appearance,  meas¬ 
uring  136  feet  from  the  ground,  and  is  the 
highest  spire  in  the  State.” 

Congregational.  —  Rev.  Jonathan  Brace, 
D.D.,  for  eighteen  years  the  laborious  and 
Buocessfnl  pastor  of  the  First  Church  in  Mil¬ 
ford,  Ct.,  on  Sunday  the  13th  preached  his 
farewell  sermon.  He  stated  that  he  bad 
administered  the  rite  of  baptism  to  two 
hundred  and  thirty-two  infants  and  adults, 
had  admitted  two  hundred  and  sixty-  eight 
persons  to  the  church,  that  he  had  married 
one  hundred  and  seven  couples,  and  bad 
attended  about  five  hundred  funerals.  He 
also  mentioned  a  Bible  class,  which  he  bud 
attended  weekly  during  the  whole  term  of 
his  pastorate  ;  the  majority  of  the  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  sixty-eight  persons  brought  into 
the  church,  have  been  connected  with  that 
class.  During  this  whole  period  there  has 
been  a  continual  increase  in  the  proceeds 
of  pew-rents,  and  also  in  the  sums  contribut¬ 
ed  to  benevolent  enterprises.  This  church 
is  one  of  the  very  oldest  in  the  State,  having 
been  organized  in  1639,  at  the  same  time 
when  the  Frst  Church  in  New  Haven  was 
organized,  and  in  the  same  barn.

DXFE.VCE  or  Gen.  Meade’s  Late  Campaign.— Tlie 
following  pas.sage  from  a  private  letter  of  Gen. 
Iileade  to  a  friend  in  New  Jersey,  which  was  writ- 
tea  before  the  recent  advance  and  retreat  of  the 
Army  of  the  Potomac,  illustrates  the  feeling  and 
purpose  with  which  he  went  into  that  campaign : 

“lam  fully  aware  of  the  great  anxiety  in  the 
public  mind  that  something  sliould  bo  done.  I 
nm  in  receipt  of  many  letters,  some  from  persons 
in  high  positions,  telling  me  I  had  better  have 
my  army  destroyed  and  the  country  filled  up  with 
the  bodies  of  the  soldiers,  than  remain  inactive. 
Whilst  I  do  not  suffer  myself  to  be  influenced  by 
such  communications,  I  am  and  have  been  most 
anxious  to  effect  something,  but  am  determined, 
at  every  hazard,  not  to  attempt  anything  unless 
my  judgment  indicates  a  probability  of  accom¬ 
plishing  some  object  commensurate  with  the  de¬ 
struction  of  life  necessarily  involved.  I  would 
rather  a  thousand  times  bo  relieveil,  charged  with 
tardiness  or  incoin potency,  than  hare  my  con¬ 
science  burdened  with  a  wanton  slaughter,  use¬ 
lessly,  of  brave  men,  or  with  having  jeopardized 
the  great  cause  by  doing  what  I  thought  wrong.” 

Right ! 

Social  Pr-ooMss  in  West  Virginia. — ^The  Legis-’ 
lature  of  this  new  State  adjourned  on  Friday  ef  last 
weidi.  Its  acts  will  make  a  compactly  printed 
volume  of  some  two  hundred  and  fifty  pages. 
Among  others  is  comprised  a  very  complete  code 
for  the  government  of  magistrates  and  constables; 
a  thorough  and  admirable  system  of  county  and 
township  organizations;  a  remoileled  judiciary 
system;  and  what  is  certainly  a  very  superior  and 
inherently  efficient  Free-School  System.  Think 
of  it,  the  Massachusetts  or  New  York  Frce-School 
System  on  the  soil  of  what  was  once  the  Old  Do¬ 
minion  !  Wiiat  a  mighty  stride  toward— shall 
we  say  civilization  ?  Yes,  for  such  it  is !  If  the 
Legislature  had  done  nothing  but  inaugurate  that 
free-school  system,  it  would  have  merited  tho 
lasting  gratitude  of  every  man  and  woman  within 
the  State  who  realizes  that  the  perpetuity  of  all 
liberal  and  Cliristian  government  rests  for  its 
foundation  on  the  intelligence  of  the  million,  and 
tlial  witliout  the  one  the  other  is  never  for  a  mo¬ 
ment  secure.  ' 

From  tlie  Eastern  part  of  the  Old  Dominion  we 
also  have  favorable  news.  The  joint-committee 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates,  in  session 
at  Alexandria,  agreeil  on  the  10th  on  a  bill  call¬ 
ing  a  Convention  for  abolishing  Slavery  in  the 
State.  There  is  no  doubt  as  to  its  passage,  though 
one  liCtchcr  at  Richmond  would  doubtless  obfect. 

Congress  lias  commenced  well.  The  Enrol¬ 
ment  Act  is  already  under  consideration.  The 
abolition  of  the  commutation  clause  encounters 
such  strong  opposition  that  it  will  pr^ably  not 
prevail.  'I'hc  only  amendment  adoptru  by  tho 
Senate  as  yet  is  one  allowing  veterans  to  rcenlist 
in  other  branches  of  the  service,  and  tins  is  not 
regarded  ns  a  wise  measure  in  some  quarters.  Tire 
House,  with  great  un-animity,  passed  a  bill  plac¬ 
ing  at  the  disposal  of  the  Secretary  of  War  twenty 
millions  of  dollars  with  which  to  pay  the  boun¬ 
ties,  advance  jxiy,  &c.,  of  volunteers  now  coming 
forward,  aud  to-day  it  w.as  passed  by  the  Senate. 
Both  Houses  will  doubtless  adjourn  over  the  holi- 
d.ays. 

Charleston.— By  telegraph  from  Fortre.ss  Mon¬ 
roe,  wo  have  a  dispatch  published  iu  tho  Rich¬ 
mond  papers  of  the  19lh,  from  Charleston,  to  the 
effect  that  the  Ironsides  and  three  monitors,  while 
attempting  to  pass  the  obstructions,  became  en¬ 
tangled,  and  ttiat  the  Ironsides  will  probably  have 
to  be  abaudoned.  Two  of  the  monitors  were  also 
said  to  have  been  badly  disabled.  This  is  the 
result  of  an  attempt  probably  mode  by  our  ves¬ 
sels  to  jiass  the  obstructions,  they  having  been 
loosened  or  thrown  out  by  the  late  storm.  But 
the  news  is  by  no  moans  credible.  Nothing  is 
stated  f«r  certain,  and  we  shall  probably  have  to 
wait  fur  tlie  truth  to  come  tluough  our  own 


The  Lower  Mississim. — From  New  Orleans  we 
have  advices  to  the  13th  inst.,  showing  consider¬ 
able  activity  among  the  relicl  guerillas  along  the 
Mississippi.  About  the  6lh  inst.  threo  or  four 
thousand  troops  under  Wirt  Adams,  Crosby,  and 
Logan,  iqipearul  in  the  vicinity  of  Natchez  and 
attacked  our  forocs  under  Gen.  Gresham,  but 
were  repulsed  and  pursued.  It  is  said  we  took 
800  iwisoners.  The  steamer  Von  Phiil,  for  St. 
Louis,  was  Ixidly  d.unaged  by  a  rebel  Littery  just 
above  Rayuu  Sara,  on  the  8th.  A  sliell  exploded 
ill  tlie  piloWouso,  killing  Capt.  Yeoman  and  Mr. 
Cuny,  tho  bar-tender.  Nine  boat  hands  were 
woumled,  tliree  fatally.  The  boat  was  saved 
from  utter  destruction.  Lieut.  Gove,  of  B;>stoii, 
and  seven  others  of  tlic  Third  Massachusetts  Cav¬ 
alry  were  captured  about  the  7th,  near  Port  Hu<l- 
son,  by  a  party  of  Ixigan’s  men.  Lieut.  Gove 
was  biwlly  wounded,  and  four  of  his  men  more  or 
less  seriously  injured.  A  destructive  fire  occurred 
in  New  Orleans  on  the  11th,  the  loss  being  esti- 
matrxl  at  $250,000. 

T;if.  Border  Eve.vts. — 'Via  St.  lAuiis  we  have  re¬ 
ports  from  Fort  Smith,  Arkansas,  to  the  20ih  inst, 
whicli  say  that  a  force  of  1,C00  rebels,  under 
Standwaite,  hiwi  attacked  Fort  Gilissn  and  been 
repulsed,  retreating  tuToas  the  Arkansas  River. 
A  daring  rcconnoissanec  hail  been  mode  South- 
w.ard  by  tho  Tliird  Wisconsin  regiment.  They 
penetrated  to  within  fifteen  miles  of  the  Red  Riv¬ 
er,  and  finding  the  enemy  in  force,  were  comjx:!- 
led  to  return.  The  retreat  was  marked  with  con¬ 
stant  skirmishing,  but  the  brave  troopers  after  a 
perilous  ride  got  back  with  a  trifling  loss.  Among 
their  prisonere  is  the  notorious  murderer,  Jiiuiiy 
Lane,  who  boasts  of  killing  100  Union  men.  Two- 
thirds  of  Kirby  Smith’s  force  i.s  reported  to  be 
threatening  Little  Rock,  and  tlic  remainder  are 
to  operate  against  Fort  Smith.  Tlie  Choctaw 
trilie  of  Indians  are  disixiscd  to  desert  tlie  rebel 
cause,  and  make  peace  with  the  Union  forces. 

Tue  Virginia  and  East  TrNNES.>F.B  Valij.y  is  the 
region  of  Sjiccial  interest  just  now,  where  the  rebids 
under  the  able  Ixmgstrcet,  yet  hang  to  the  North¬ 
eastern  comer  of  Tennessee.  The  main  body  of 
the  rebel  army  is  at  or  near  Piogersvillo  — the  ter¬ 
minus  of  a  short  branch  of  the  Virginia  and  Hist 
Tcuncs-soe  railro.oil,  and  about  forty-five  miles 
from  Kno.xville.  Telegrams  to  the  Riclimoml  pa- 
jrts  reiMii  t  that  the  forces  of  Vance,  Vaughan, 
and  Ransom  have  joined  Longslrei  t’s  rotnraarid, 
and  conl'djiice  is  cxpre.-ised  in  the  ability  of  that 
General  to  hold  bis  own. 

This  sitiuition  seems  to  be  coiifirmeil  by  an  of- 
fcn>ive  attack  on  our  pursuing  columns  on  the 
14th,  when  Ixingstieet  divided  his  army,  one  part 
making  an  attack  on  Bean's  Stition  and  the  other 
at  Kelly's  Ford,  Ihe  design  being  to  cut  off  Gens. 
Shackleford  and  Foster,  (the  latter  having  super¬ 
seded  Burnsiile,  who  has  jast  arrivetl  in  New 
York).  A  heavy  force  of  rebel  cavalry  moved 
down  Uic  left  bank  of  the  Holston  river,  with  the 
intention  of  cTossing  at  Kelly’s  Ford  aud  getting 
in  our  rear.  ’’J'liis  portion  of  the  programme  w.w, 
however,  checked  by  Gen.  Ferrero,  who  sent  the 
brig.ule  of  Gen.  Humphreys  to  hold  the  ford.  The 
tight  at  Bean's  Station  la.sted  from  two  o’clock  un¬ 
til  dark,  when  Gen.  Sbiwkleford  fell  buck  with  a 
loss  of  150  to  200  In  killed  and  wounded.  Our 
forces  were  concentrating  at  Blair’s  Gross  Road.s. 
An  indefinite  rumor  was  circulating  to  the  effect 
that  Gen.  Longstreet  was  killed,  and  that  his  for- 
OC.S  were  surrounded,  but  there  doesii’ t  seem  to 
be  any  foundation  for  it. 

Tliu.s,  instead  cf  joining  Gen.  IjCC,  I/mgstrcct, 
has  faced  about  at  what  appears  a  very  defensible 
po.'ition  on  the  Lise  of  the  Cumberland  mountains 
lietwceii  Tazewell  and  Be.an’ 8  Station.  Tliis  point 
gives  him  shelter  lines  of  communication,  guards 
the  Soutiieru  entrance  into  Central  Virginia,  ond 
threatens  Cumbei  laiid  Gaj),  an  attack  on  which  is 
proliably  in  the  rebel  programme,  in  aasc  of  a 
check  to  our  arms.  It  also  preseuts  the  advan¬ 
tage  of  bringing  him  within  striking  dUttince  of 
Gen.  Le»‘,  who  may,  just  now,  spare  him  an  army 
corf's  or  two. 

The  rebel  position  in  Tennessee  both  anticipates 
and  iuvitc.s  an  advance  of  Gen.  Grant's  main  force 
Northwards.  The  latter  will  be  compelled  to 
guard  Oen.  Foster  from  the  danger  of  a  sudden  ati 
tack  and  powerful  reinforcemeut  of  Longstreet’s 
army  by  Ocn.  Lee,  and  must  move  a  coi respond¬ 
ing  force  in  tliat  direction.  Practically  the  Con¬ 
federates  are  now  obliged  to  gnard  both  the 
Southern  and  Northern  approaches  to  Richmond. 
But  though  placed  between  two  fires,  they  have 
their  usual  advantage  of  shorter  lines  of  commu¬ 
nication,  anil  can  concentrate  either  on  Gen. 
Meade  or  Gen.  Foster  with  equal  facility.  It 
looks  very  much  like  “  the  last  ditch  ;  ”  but  it  ia 
a  good  one,  and  is  well  selected  for  catching  an 
imprudent  or  over-confident  general.  Qcn.  Grant, 
however,  is  not  of  this  stamp. 

Jjoter. — Richmond  papers  of  the  20tli  have  dis- 


street  with  his  army  was  advancing,  and  no  doubt 
a  severe  battle  would  ba  fought  in  the  vicinity  of 
Jonesboro,  Tenn. 

Before  Chattanooga  everything  is  getting  into 
order,  and  the  prospects  are  good  for  a  long  stay, 
unless  Gen.  Grant  concludes  to  take  a  Winter 
ramble  into  Georgia.  But  his  lines  of  oummnni- 
cation  are  very  long,  and  the  utmost  strain  upon 
the  railroad  South  of  Nashville  only  keeps  up  a 
day  or  two  of  rations  in  advance.  The  other  line 
of  railroad,  via  Atheni  and  Huntsville,  is  being 
rapidly  repwred,  but  the  long  bridge  at  Duck 
River,  near  Columbia,  will  require  a  month  in 
rebuilding.  The  rebels  even  blasteil  down  the 
stone  piers.  Our  armies  have  gone  into  and 
occupy  that  entire  country,  and  reconstruction  is 
the  order  of  the  day  upon  every  hand. 

It  is  said  that  the  rebels  are  making  great 
efforts  to  recuperate  at  Dalton.  Hardee,  anxious 
to  establish  his  c.apacity  to  command,  is  busily  cn- 
g.agcd  in  reorganizing  his  army;  and  to  strengthen 
it  has  his  gangs  of  guerillas  scouring  the  wliole 
country,  gathering  up  conscripts,  taking  all  be¬ 
tween  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  sixty,  all  of  whom 
arc  at  once  forced  into  the  service. 

A  dispatch  from  Meridian,  Mississippi,  reports 
that  Joe  Johnston’s  army  is  in  motion,  and  it  is 
conjectured  that  it  intends  to  reinforce  General 
Hardee. 

Heroic  Death  of  Gbs.  Sanders.— Gen.  N.  B. 
Sandeis,  who  was  wounded  in  the  late  defense  of 
Knoxville,  and  died  soon  after,  was  a  Kentuckian 
who  graduated  at  West  Point  in  1856.  He  was 
wounded  in  a  close  hand-to-han<l  fight  with  the 
enemy.  After  his  wound  had  been  examined,  the 
General  asked  :  “  Tell  me,  doctor,  if  my  wound  is 
mortiil  ?  ”  The  doctor  replied  :  “  Sanders,  it  is  a 
fearful  wound,  and  mortal.  I  am  very  sorry  to 
say  it,  my  dear  fellow,  but  the  odils  are  against 
you.”  The  General  calmly  replied:  “Well,  I 
am  not  afraid  to  die  ;  I  have  made  up  my  mind 
upon  that  subject.  I  have  done  my  duty,  and 
hiive  serveil  my  country  as  well  as  I  could.”  He 
lingered  until  the  next  day,  remaining  j^rfcctly 
conscious  during  the  wliole  time.  During  the 
morning  he  explained  certain  symptoms  to  the 
do:.'tor,  and  liskeil  him  what  they  meant.  The 
doctor  replied:  “ General,  you  are  dying.”  “If 
that  be  so,”  he  said,  “  I  would  like  to  see  a  cler¬ 
gyman.”-  The  Rev.  Mr.  Hayden,  Chaplain  of  the 
post,  was  sent  for,  who  came  ;  and  in  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  Ucn.  Burnside,  with  some  of  his  staff, 
Capt.  Harris,  a  clti8.smate,‘'and  several  others,  he 
Wivs  Laptized.  “  It  was  always  the  desire  of  my 
friends  that  I  should  he  baptized,”  he  said. 
The  minister  then  joined  in  fervent  prayer,  Gou. 
Burnside  and  all  present  reverently  kneeling  be¬ 
side  the  bed  of  the  dying  hero.  It  was  a  so<.;ne 
never  to  be  forgotten.  He  shook  hanils  with  liis 
chief,  who  stooil  tearfully  over  him,  as  if  loth  to 
witness  the  flight  of  the  brave  spirit.  While  pre¬ 
parations  were  m.aking  to  arlraiiiister  to  him  the 
sacrament,  his  spirit  took  its  flight.  In  the  heau- 
tifid  words  <M  Dr.  Jackson:  “He  went  to  sleep 
like  a  child.”  Thus  passed  away  one  of  the  bra¬ 
vest,  and  one  of  the  most  unassuming  men  whom 
God  bos  raised  up  to  battle  in  the  cause  of  good 
govern  incut. 

West  Tfjjnessfa — Rebel  guerillas  are  reported 
to  be  wandering  iu  large  numbers  in  West  Ten¬ 
nessee,  molesting  the  Union  citizens.  They  are 
also  said  to  be  moving  through  Kentucky,  with 
the  intention  of  making  a  raid  on  the  Louisville 
and  Nashville  Roilroiul. 

A  Retetition  of  the  Chesapeake  Affair  has  oc¬ 
curred  on  a  smaller  scale  iu  the  capture  of  the 
schooner  Jos.  L.  Oerety,  which  left  Matamoras  on 
Nov.  16th,  with  a  cargo  of  cotton  and  six  passen¬ 
gers.  When  one  day  out  the  passengers,  armed 
with  revolvers,  attacked  the  aiptain  and  crew, 
confined  them  for  eight  days,  an<l  then  put  them 
in  an  open  lioat,  telling  them  to  find  the  laud  as  best 
they  might.  After  two  days  and  nights  at  sea 
they  lauded  at  Sisal,  and  there  obtained  passage 
to  Havana.  'I’he  captain  states  that  there  are 
four  other  parties  waiting  op^iortunitics  like  this. 

Compliment  to  Speaker  Colfax. — The  “  Press” 
dinner  to  Speaker  Colfax,  at  Washington,  cn  Sat¬ 
urday  night  last,  wiis  attendeil  by  some  thirty 
gentlemen  representing  prominent  newspapers  of 
all  sliade.s  of  politics,  and  was  a  very  pleasant  af¬ 
fair.  Siimuel  Wilkeson,  E-q.,  presided.  A  num¬ 
ber  of  speeches  were  made.  Speaker  Colfax  eon- 
eluding  liis  with  the  following  sentimeut ;  “  The 
American  Press  :  if  inspired  by  patriotism,  morali¬ 
ty,  and  hunnuiity,  it  cannot  fail  to  develope  con¬ 
stantly  lucre, isiiig  power  aud  vigor,  and  conse¬ 
quent  independence.” 

MiiL.VNcnoLV  Death —William  II.  Graham, 
brother  df  George  R.  Graham,  some  ton  years 
ago  tlie  editor  and  publisher  of  Graham  s  Magazine, 
ar.d  himself  connected  at  that  time  with  that 
monthly  in  a  literary  capacity,  died  on  Friday 
last,  at  a  grocery  store  in  Ann  street  in  this  city, 
from  the  effects  of  intemperanoo.  He  was  found 
waudeiing  about  Ann  street,  when  he  was  taken 
siek„  and  died  soon  after  being  taken  into  the 
grocery  store.  Coroner  Nauman  held  an  inquest 
iqion  the  hotly,  the  jury  rendering  a  verdict  of 
death  by  intemperance. 

Mexico.- It  is  said  that  Senator  MoDougall 
will  introdiiee  a  joint  n  sidutiun  in  the  Senate  of 
the  United  Stab-s  declaring  the  French  invasion 
of  Mexico  an  unfriendly  act  towards  this  country, 
aud  inquiring  if  it  be  not  our  duty  todocl.ire  war 
Hgain.st  Fr.anoe  in  consequence.  Meantime,  the 
niiny  season  being  over  in  that  country,  the 
Juarez  government  has  been  obliged  to  abandon 
a  few  more  .States  to  the  invaders  and  thidr  Me.xi 
can  allies.  Queretaro,  the  capitil  of  the  State  of 
the  same  name,  was  occupi^  on  the  15th  of 
November,  by  the  rcnegivlo  Mejia,  who,  from 
tlicrc,  followed  by  the  French  Gen.  Douai,  waste 
advance  upon  San  Lui.s  de  Potosl,  hitherto  the 
seat  of  the  National  Government.  West  of 
Mexico  the  city  of  Morelia,  in  the  Pacific  State 
of  Michoacan  has  also  been  aLandoned.  Oen. 
Bazaine  was  to  march  upon  (luansjuato,  the  cap- 
itil  of  the  Stite  of  which  Dubbulo  is  Governor, 
and  expected  to  obtain  ixisscssion  of  it  witliout  a 
fight.  Even  the  city  of  Guadal.ijara,  furtiier  to 
the  North-west  was  reporteil  to  be  bosiegod  by  the 
Mexican  allies  of  the  French. 

The  reporteil  defection  of  Vidaurri,  one  of  the 
leaders  of  the  Lil)eral  Party,  and  at  present  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  the  Northern  States  of  Nuevo’  L.;on  and 
Coahuila,  will  be  a  severe  blow  to  the  National 
cause.  Vidaurri  i.s  a  ni:ui  of  great  influence,  but 
is  said  to  despair  of  his  country,  and  to  see  in  the 
French  intervention  tlie  only  thing  that  can  save 
it  from  dismeml'erment.  This  news,  however, 
comes  from  French  sources,  anil  may  be  as  false 
as  similar  reports  aLiiit  Doblado  and  Coinonfort. 

The  latter,  unhappily  for  his  country,  has  just 
met  his  death.  While  on  his  way  from  Queratcro 
to  San  Luis,  in  a  private  carriage,  attended  by 
several  officers  and  escorted  by  about  eighty  men, 
lie  was  atticked  by  a  portion  of  Mejia’s  forces,  anil 
killed.  Every  man  of  the  escort  was  either  killed 
or  csiptured  ;  and  of  the  officers,  same  eighteen  or 
twenty,  only  three  were  luiliurt.  Comunfort’s 
body  was  found  with  a  lancc  wound  throngli  the 
heart,  two  bullets  through  tlie  breast,  and  the 
head  di^figure<l  by  sabre  cuts.  The  Juarez  gov¬ 
ernment  thus  looses  one  of  its  strongest  support¬ 
ers.  Gen.  Dodladu  lias  iasued  a  proclamation  to 
the  public  of  Guanajuato,  in  which  he  oonies  out 
strongly  for  the  Juarez  governniciit. 

The  invaders  are  constantly  annoyed  hy  guoi  il- 
las.  They  even  intercept  the  coimnunicatiuns 
between  'Ver  i  Cruz,  Puebla,  and  tlexieo,  and  are 
closely  besieging  the  French  in  Tampico.  The 
Mexican  pitriots  arc  hoping  for  the  vindeieation 
of  the  Mouroe  doctrine,  some  of  these  daj-s. 

—  Senator  B.  Oratz  Brown  and  wife  are  rocm- 
liers  of  the  First  Church  (Dr.  U.  A.  Nelson's)  at 
St.  Loiii.s,  ilo. 

—  The  farmers  and  rich  men  of  Northampton, 
Mass.,  arc  making  a  move  to  get  the  proposed 
State  agricultural  college  located  in  that  town. 

—  The  report  that  thirteen  vessels  ran  tho 
Wilmington  blockade  in  oac  night  is  said  to  be  a 
canard. 

—  During  the  present  year  2,462  new  buildings 
liave  been  erected  in  Philadelphia— lOO  more  than 
last  year. 

—  Tlifi  number  of  emigrants  arrived  this  year, 
thus  far,  at  the  port  of  New  York,  is  161,820, 
against  171,358  to  same  date  last  year. 

—  Gov.  Andrew  has  tendered  to  Rev.  Cyrus 
Brewster  of  Haydenville,  the  appointment  of  Post 
Chaplain  at  Reodville,  where  the  colored  troops 
most  do  congregate. 

—  Mr.  Ilowitt,  a  brother  of  the  celebrated 
Australian  explorer  of  the  same  name,  and  a  son 
of  William  and  Mary  Howitt,  bos,  with  three 
others,  been  drowned,  owing  to  the  upsetting  of 
a  canoe  on  Lake  Branner,  in  the  Western  district 


—  The  anniversary  of  tho  issuing  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent’s  Emancipation  Proclamation  is  to  be  cele¬ 
brated  at  Portland  on  the  Ist  of  January. 

—  Rev.  Principal  Fairbaim,  of  Glasgow,  is 
nominated  by  the  Free  Church  Commission  as 
Moderator  of  next  General  Assembly. 

—  Mr.  Toombs,  in  bis  recent  speech  In  Geor¬ 
gia,  stated  that  the  depreciation  of  the  Confeder¬ 
ate  money  from  March  1  to  July  1  had  b^n  at 
the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  per  day. 

—  William  II.  Van  Wagener,  Esq.,  who  for 
years  was  known  throughout  tho  United  States 
as  the  “  Poughkeepsie  Blacksmith,”  expired  at 
his  residence  in  Poughkeepsie,  on  'I'hnrsiLay  last. 

—  The  printing-press  of  the  New  Haven  Retgit- 
ter  is  run  by  water  power  supplied  by  an  inch  per¬ 
foration  of  the  street  mains  ;  and  .after  a  long 
trial  the  contrivance  is  pronounced  a  perfect 
success. 

—  A  marriage  is  arranged  and  will  shortly  take 
place  between  Sir  Henry  Havelock,  son  of  the 
late  Major-General  Sir  Henry  Havelock,  ofLnek- 
now,  and  Lady  Alice  Moreton,  daughter  of  the 
Countess  Dowager  of  Dticie. 

—  Deacon  Phinehos  Field  of  East  Charlemoat, 
Mass.,  widely  known  as  one  of  the  moat  zealous 
layman  in  Fionklin  county,  has  gone  out  to  labor 
for  a  few  weeks  under  the  Christian  Commission, 
to  Camp  Convalescent,  about  ten  miles  from 
Washington,  D.  C. 

—  Despatches  from  Washington  announce  that 
Gen.  Ros^Tans  has  been  assigned  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Missouri,  and  that  Oen.

THE  TWO  THANKSGIVINGS. 

Chicago,  Dec.  10,  1803. 

TVe  have  haJ  two  Thaiikegivings  of  late, 
both  recommended  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States.  His  first  ProclamatioD, 
which  encased  the  Governor’s^  and  chimed 
in  with  the  old  ca«tom,  was  more  folly  ob¬ 
served  in  these  parts,  than  any  previous 
one.  In  former  years  it  has  been  the  habit 
in  this  city,  to  unite  several  congregations 
in  one,  with  the  idea  of  getting  good  full 
houses,  instead  of  the  lean  gatherings  of 
old  Kew  Eogland.  It  lessened  the  labor 
too,  of  the  ministers,  who  took  their  turns, 
and  famished  an  incentive  to  the  preacher 
to  do  his  best  for  the  occasion. 

Bat  this  year  there  were  no  union  services. 
Each  church  was  open,  and  what  was  more, 
filled,  while  their  own  pastors  pointed  out 
the  material.^  of  thankfulness  to  them. 

The  newspapers  reported  the  sermons ; 
some  with  specific  fulness,  some  in  miscel- 
laneons  outline,  and  come  onrtly,  by  their 
heads.  Of  coarse  those  were  best  which 
were  most  fully  reported  !  They  always 
are  !  As  I  heard  only  one,  I  cannot  say  who 
did  the  thing  with  greatest  perfectness. 
Bat,  as  my  spiritual  dinner  was  every  way 
satisfactory,  my  inference  is,  without  eating 
at  the  other  tables,  that  the  people  were 
all  edified. 

The  Deaths  of  the  Tear. 

A  necrological  list  for  the  eleven  months 
of  the  year  1863,  has  just  been  published, 
from  which  I  leam  that  3215  souls  have 
passed  to  their  account,  in  this  city,  in  that 
time.  What  an  army,  beyond  the  river,  is 
being  gathered.  Our  friends,  one  after  an¬ 
other,  are  getting  over ;  and,  if  we  do  not 
go,  we  shall  be  left  alone  here  with  strang¬ 
ers.  But  W8  shall  not  be  forgotten.  Only 
pray  that  the  king  may  send  the  token. 

From  this  list  one  thing  is  learned  which 
surprises  a  good  many.  It  had  been  given 
out  that  there  was  a  great  deal  of  sickness 
in  the  town,  understood  to  be  attributable 
to  the  condition  of  the  river ;  but  the  list 
shows  that  the  deaths  for  November  are  less 
than  in  any  month  of  the  year,  numbering 
220,  agaiust  258  for  October,  the  next  lowest 
number^  while  July,  when  tho  river  was 
clear,  mns  up  to  411.  So  it  seems  that  filth 
does  not  aecessarily  destroy  the  lives  of  men. 
We  learned  that  in  1849,  while  the  cholera 
was  about;  for  the  Irishmen  who  worked  in 
the  street  ditches,  on  Clark  street,  then  the 
receptacles  of  filth,  in  no  case  suffered  ; 
while  the  highest,  dryest,  cleanest  block  in 
the  town  snficred  the  highest  mortality.  A 
consolation  truly  in  a  world  so  dirty. 

The  Chicago  Biver. 

Did  yon  ever  hear  of  the  Chicago  river  ? 
It  is  not  a  lar^  river  on  the  map,  but  it  is 
large  in  public  olfactories.  Indeed  its 
chief  ap{^f  li  is  not  to  the  eye,  nor  even  to 
the  cal',  tLcugh  its  fame  has  gone  out  in  the 
;  but  when  you  come  to  speak  of  the  | 
-'nose,  you  msy  “  count  it  in.”  It  is  like  that 
battle  in  Job,  evident  to  the  horse  afar  off,  j 
just  by  hie  ability  to  smell  it.  I 

It  is  also  a  curious-river  to  look  at.  It  is 
like  that  river  in  the  Panorama  of  Bunyan  : 
as  if  made  with  an  ink  so  ntterly  block  as  to 
elude  the  sight.  I  thought  the  other  day 
as  I  crossed  it,  I  had  at  last  found  the  stream 
I  used  to  read  of  in  Adams’  Antiquities  or 
Lempriere’s  Dictionary,  I  forget  which, 
but  which  I  never  expected  to  see  in  this 
world.  I  mean  the  river  Styx. 

But  whether  the  Styx  or  not,  it  is  a  fixed 
fact  Yes,  so  utterly  ybeeJ,  that  we  have  all 
despaired  of  seeing  it  move  out.  For  you 
most  know  that  tho  Chicago  is  not  a  river 
that  runf.  It  doesn’t  even  walk.  It  insists 
on  being  still  and  enjoying  itself.  That  its 
joy  must  be  great,  you  may  believe  when  I 
tell  yon  that  a  million  of  swine  and  fifty 
thousand  beeves  are  slain  on  its  banks  ; 
while  the  gas  works  and  sewerage  of  tho 
town  go  to  swell  its  wealth.  WTiy  does  it 
cot  fill  up?  I  cannot  stop  to  tell  the  reason, 
but  there  is  one— that  a  little  will  not  fill  it. 
It  is  like  Paddy’s  wall,  which  was  three  feet 
high  and  four  feet  wide,  so  that  “if  it  fell 
down  it  would  bo  higher  than  it  was  be¬ 
fore.”  Onr  river  is  not  wide  but  exceed¬ 
ing  deep. 

Bat  I  rrjoice  to  say  that  “conservative” 
M  this  river  is,  it  has  at  last  got  started.  It 
wouldn’t  bulge  for  all  the  talk  of  the  news¬ 
papers,  aor  the  smelling  committees  of  the 
Common  CounoiL  But  on  letting  it  into 
the  oasal  and  its  feeders,  it  is  patting  out  at 


the  rate  of  a  mile  in  an  hoal^  O^oe  in  the 
Eioke,  the  North  wind  will  toss  it  to  the 
clouds,  and  take  the  odors  out  of  it  in  a 
hurry.  But  stand  aside,  all  ye  fishes  1  and 
give  it  a  clear  track,  all  ye  beasts  with  noses, 
till  the  North  wind  does  its  work  ! 

The  Irish  Poor. 

Going  from  one  thing  to  another,  the 
report  of  the  Cook  county  Poor-house  is 
printed  ;  and  the  summary  is  as  follows,  as 
to  nationality  :  Irish,  115  ;  German,  57  ; 
American,  20 ;  English,  6  ;  Bohemian,  2  ; 
Norway,  2  ;  Swede,  5  ;'French,  2  ;  Scotland, 

1 ;  Welsh,  1 ;  Canada,  6 ;  Colored,  5  ;  Hun¬ 
gary,  1 ;  Holland,  1 ;  insane  males,  29  ;  in¬ 
sane  females,  88.  Is  not  that  comforting  to 
lock  upon?  I  would  not  increase  prejudices, 
nor  caniclcssly  food  antipathies ;  but  see 
what  we  owe  to  Ireland.  One  hundred  and 
fifteen  paupers  of  the  finest  pisaniry” 
against  twenty  Americans.  And  yet  let  us 
net  be  too  hard  on  tho  Irish,  nor  the  Ger¬ 
mans  either,  who  furnish  us  with  fifty-seven 
paupers.  These  are  emigrants  in  a  foreign 
land.  They  came  here  probably  advanced 
in  life,  and  have  had  but  a  poor  chance 
here,  preceded  by  a  poorer  one  before  they 
came. 

We  oau  afi'ord  some  Irish  beggary,  and 
some  Irish  criminals — for  these  people 
patronize  the  j*ils  end  prisons,  as  richly  as 
tho  poor-house  ;  and  give  policemen  a 
chance  to  air  thoir  skill  and  activity, 
where  apparently  they  would  have  little 
otherwise  to  do  ;  I  say,  we  can  afford  a  good 
deal  of  this,  since  they  do  so  well  at  digging 
our  canals  and  building  our  rnilrooda,  and 
doing  our  voting  for  us.  But  you  had 
a  riot,  I  hear,  the  other  dsy ;  and  what  did 
these  people  do,  but  go  to  murdering 
those  a  little  poorer,  but  quite  es  honest, 
and  much  more  peectful  and  well  behaved 
than  themselves.  This  will  never  do.  It 
will  take  a  prodigious  deal  of  hard  trying 
to  feel  reconciled  to  such  as  go  to  work  In 
that  w.ay.  I  was  on  a  Relief  Committee,  for 
a  couple  of  years,  under  one  Reliff  Society, 
a  decade  and  a  half  ago.  My  district  in¬ 
cluded  people  of  all  colors  and  all  nation¬ 
alities.  I  was  thronged  by  Teutonic  beg¬ 
gars  ;  I  was  fairly  overwhelmed  with  the 
noble  Celts.  But  never,  with  one  single 
exception,  did  a  person  with  Ethiopian  skin 
come  to  me  for  aid.  The  experience  of 
other  visitors  was  like  mine.  The  Nubians 
have  always  been  celebrated  here  for  steal¬ 
ing  chickens  ;  that  they  learned  in  alaverj. 
They  have  more  or  less  connection  with 
houses  of  ill-fame ;  they  learned  that  too  in 
the  house  of  bondage.  In  these  two  ways 
they  make  work  for  the  police.  But  they 
make  loss  disturbanao,  mind  their  own  busi¬ 
ness,  and  ''take  care  of  themselves,”  better 
than  people  of  any  nationality  equally  poor 
among  ns,  with  the  possible  exception  of 
the  Norwegians. 

Seme  years  eince,  wo  Yankees  got  up  a 
New  England  Society,  which  collected 
money  and  "celebrated.”  Wo  had  a  little 
left,  and  it  was  voted  that  it  bo  applied  to 
the  relief  of  any  person  of  indigence  of 
“New  England  extraction.”  We  hunted 
about,  but  could  find  no  Y'ankeo  who  want¬ 
ed  aid,  except  a  widow,  who  from  some  mis¬ 
fortune  or  other  was  needy.  And  she  would 
accept  but  five  dollars.  The  balance  wont 
into  the  poor  fund.  The  next  year  we  had 
sixty  dollars  over,  and  distributed  it  all 
among  Irish  iudigsnts  ! 

I  was  about  to  add  to  our  list  of  obliga¬ 
tions  to  the  Irish,  besides  the  canal  and 
railroad  constructing — I  will  add  hod-carry¬ 
ing— I  was  about  to  add  I  say  Betty’s  and 
Bridget’s  achievements  in  the  kitchen  ;  but 
1  shall  not.  I  ureufef  cheer  fully  acknowledge 
an  obligation  in  that  behalf,  would  they  but 
be  honest.  But  it  is  a  sad  truth  that  Betty 
and  Bridget  do  steof— they  steal  persistent¬ 
ly,  systematically,  and  shamelessly.  I  wont 
say  that  every  case  of  kitchen  employ  comes 
into  this  line.  Bat  it  is  so  common,  and  to 
o'atragcons,  that  I  most  put  it  down  on  the 
side  of  rioting.  True,  they  lie  too  :  but  then 
we  expect  that.  We  have  got  used  to  that. 
Bat  though  John  Dugger's  pigs  did  get 
used  to  being  killed,  so  as  to  excite  no  pity 
of  his  at  their  sqacaling,  in  the  operation  of 
killing,  we  cannot  get  used  to  the  stealing. 
It  costs  too  much.  When,  out  of  tho  barrel 
of  sugar,  and  tho  caddy  of  tea,  and  the 
packet  of  coffee,  and  the  barrel  of  fiour,  and 
the  bin  of  potatoes — and  if  there  be  any 
other  of  kitchen  supplies — one-half  goes  to 
the  family  ;  bating  what  gets  wasted,  and 
which  in  Biddy’s  hands  is  not  small,  and 
one-half  goes— where?  Ah,  this  is  not  pleas¬ 
ant  !  and  tho  sense  of  obligation  is  dnll. 
Do,  Biddy,  leave  off  this  "taking!”  And 
the  more  pious  Biddy  is,  the  more  carefully 
I  she  goes  to  mass,  the  more  sedulous  at  the 
confessional,  tho  less  reliance  upon  her 
word,  the  less  faith  in  her  reliability.  Ah, 
man  of  sin  !  You  are  a  man  with  a  devil 
to  animate  and  guide  you.  Religion,  which 
the  more  you  have  the  worse  yon  are,  what 
can  we  say  of  it  ?  It  is  not  of  Paul’s  kind. 
He  bad  certain  virtues  which  belonged  to 
his  inward  faith ;  such  as  “honesty,”  “tem¬ 
perance,”  “truth,”  and  the  like.  And  such 
are  useful  now  in  the  kitchen— or  would  be, 
if  to  be  had. 

We  are  having  more  rebel  prisoners  out 
this  way.  Chattanooga  is  pushing  on  her 
bevies  of  Georgians  and  South  Carolinians. 
Rook  Island,  in  the  Mississippi,  is  to  re¬ 
ceive  a  small  army  of  them.  They  will 
hardly  dig  out  there,  unless  they  tunnel 
tho  river  ;  and  they  are  welcome  to  try  that. 
Is  it  not  a  shame,  that  our  Ohio  vigUants 
could  not  hang  on  to  John  Morgan?  While 
chivalric  scoundrelism  is  glutfing  its  ven¬ 
geance  on  black  soldiers  by  presumptively 
I  murdering  them,  and  thrusting  their  offi¬ 
cers  into  rebel  dungeons;  and  while  our  gal¬ 
lant  men  are  made  to  starve  at  Richmond  ; 
and  we  fatten  the  prisoners  of  the  Confed¬ 
eracy  ;  it  is  too  bad  that  the  worst  of  them 
are  allowed  to  escape. 

Some  of  our  ladies  are  trying  to  ostablish 
a  permanent  Soldiers*  Home  here,  and  have 
made  considerable  progress  in  the  way  of 


getting  lands  for  it.  It  is  evidei^t  that  some  is  a  noble  one,  and  may  God  crown  your 
provision  of  this  kind  will  be  needed.  The  efforts  with  great  success, 
numbers  of  young  men  with  one  leg  and  Be  not  discouraged  if  at  present  yon  see 
with  one  arm  are  greatly  increased  of  late  but  small  fruit  of  your  labors .

Some  middle-aged  men,  who  are  too 
illiberal  to  ‘plant  for  posterity,  I  hare  often 
heard  complain  that  it  was  no  use  to  plant 
foreat  trees  for  beauty  and  shade,  as  their 
growth  was  so  slow  that  they  shoold  never 
enjoy  them  in  their  grace  and  stateliness. 
And  these  remarks  have  been  particularly 
applied  to  the  elm.  I  confess  myself  that 
they  g^w  mneh  faster  than  I  supposed  they 
did.  But  here  are  some  facts  : '  A  gentle¬ 
man  in  West  Medford,  in  1850,  had  several 
elms  well  planted  in  the  street  in  front  of 
hia  dwelling.  The  soil  was  very  fair,  and 
the  trees  were  about  two  inches  in  diameter. 
Now,  in  1863,  thirteen  years  after,  the 
largest  one  measures  43  inches  in  circum¬ 
ference,  and  is  nearly  40  feet  in  height, 
which,  by  deducting  two  inches  for  the  tree 
when  set,  leaives  14  inches  in  diameter  for 
thirteen  years’  growth — a  little  more  than 
an  inch  a  year.  This  is  the  best  growth 
of  the  elm  I  have  ever  seen. 

The  same  year,  a  gentleman  being  anx¬ 
ious  to  shade  a  new  house,  planted  several 
ef  the  Abele  or  Silver-leaf  Poplar,  all  of 
which  were  suckers  brought  from  a  neigh¬ 
bor’s,  grasped  in  one  hand.  They  were  set 
in  a  very  hard  rocky  soil,  and  this  year  one 
of  them  measures  50  inches  in  circnmference, 
being  nearly  11  inches  in  diameter,  with  top 
enongh  to  threaten  space — and  all  the 
growth  of  thirteen  years.  This  is  doing 
better  than  the  elm,  as  we  shonid  expect 
from  the  tree’s  known  character  for  gross 
feeding. 

On  my  own  groonds  I  have  several  oaks 
from  30  to  40  feet  in  height,  which  were 
snffered  to  remain  for  their  great  beanty, 
especially  when  interspersed  with  other 
ornamental  trees  and  ehrabs  from  the  nur¬ 
sery.  lu  1850,  one  was  only  two  inches 
throngh,  now  it  is  11,  and  abont  25  feet  in 
height. 

So  it  appears  that  the  Abele  makes  more 
than  an  inch  in  diameter,  the  elm  about  an 
inch,  and  the  oak  a  little  less. — D.  TF. 
Lothrop. 

Am  Ovesrtock  or  Bees. — There  has  been 
considerable  controversy  among  the  Bee 
doctors  as  to  the  danger  of  overstocking 
sections  of  country  with  bees.  Mr.  J.  Ila- 
len  assumes  in  an  article  written  for  the 
Country  Oentleman,  that  it  is  possible  to 
overstock  the  honey- field  of  any  locality. 
This  he  thinks  is  often  done,  and  as  an  iu- 
stanee  cites  the  following:  ' 

I  have  gathered  a  few  facts  from  one 
"  neighborhood  in  Watervliet  upon  the  sub¬ 
ject,  that  I  think  may  be  of  some  interest. 
Several  neighbors  in  a  vicinity  that  may 
take  in  a  field  of  six  or  eight  square  miles, 
had,  last  Fall,  about  300  swarms  of  bees. 
Last  season  was  an  unfavorable  season  for 
koney,  and  more  than  two- thirds  of  the 
whole  number  died.  One  keeper  who  had 
thirty  swarms  lost  twenty-four — four-fifths 
of  his  whole  number ;  another,  with  six 
swarms,  lost  them  all.  Last  Spring  was 
commenced  with  a  number  that,  with  the 
swarnu  of  the  present  season,  have  this  Fall 
reached  abont  one  hundred.  Very  little 
surplus  honey  was  secured  last  Fall.  This 
Reason  has  b^n  perhaps  still  more  unfavor¬ 
able,  and  from  inquiry  and  examination  of 
the  keepers  and  hives,  I  should  think  there 
was  not  more  than  200  pounds  in  the  whole 
hundred  swarms,  and  not  half  of  that  in 
foil  boxes.  The  coarse  has  been  pursued 
in  this  neighborhood,  to  enconrage  swarm¬ 
ing  nntil  the  locality  was  so  overstocked 
that  in  an  unfavorable  season  more  than 
two- thirds  of  them  starved  to  death.” 


Heooimo. — The  editor  of  the  Country 
Oentleman,  in  an  article  on  the  snbject  of 
hedges  for  farm  fencing,  makes  the  follow¬ 
ing  remarks  : 

The  only  good  way  to  make  a  good  hedge 
is  the  cheapest  way.  This  is  to  plant  them 
seenre  from  the  attacks  of  any  animals,  and 
where  a  broad  strip,  say  five  or  six  feet 
wide,  can  be  kept  constantly  cnltivated  on 
each  side.  We  have  now  sneh  hedges 
planted  near  the  line  of  a  tiie- drain,  so  as  to 
render  the  plants  hardy  for  Winter,  that 
are  only  four  years  of  age,  and  yet  they 
form  a  perfect  barrier  against  all  common 
farm  animals.  Their  whole  cost  has  not 
been  fifty  cents  a  rod.  "But,”  said  a 
friend,  “do  you  recommend  tie  Osage 
orange  for  hedges  ?”  “  No,”  we  replied, 

“we  recommend  no  plant  whatever  for 
hedges.”  “Why,  yon  have  been  success¬ 
ful?”  “Yes,  but  we  cannot  induce  one 
man  in  a  handred  to  give  them  proper  at¬ 
tention,  and  they  will  consequently  be  pro- 
nonneed  impositions  and  failures.” 

XXEPINO  APPLES. 

R.  P.  Marsh,  of  Brandon,  Vt.,  states 
that  he  had  last  July,  Rhode  Island  Green¬ 
ings,  Northern  Spy,  and  Spitzenberg  apples 
fresh  and  juicy  and  of  good  flavor.  Ue  says 
one  great  mistake  in  regard  to  apples  (and 
we  may  add  in  regard  to  Winter  pears  also), 
is  in  picking  them  before  they  are  thorough¬ 
ly  matured.  “My  experience,”  he  says, 
in  keeping  apples  for  the  past  thirty  years 
is  simply  this  :  1  have  packed  them  in  buck¬ 
wheat  hulls,  wheat  bran,  dried  sand,  and 
sawdust.  I  have  also  kept  them  on  shelves 
and  in  barrels  with  no  intermixture  of  other 
material.  The  latter  I  consider  the  better 
method  for  two  reasons :  1st,  they  kept  as 
well  or  better  ;  2d,  they  are  fresher,  more 
juicy,  and  consequently  more  delicious 
eating,  la  the  latter  part  of  last  Novem¬ 
ber,  1862,  I  took  clean  dry  flour- barjel-s, 
and  set  them  on  pieces  of  scantling  in  my 
coolest  and  darkest  cellar  room.  A  part  of 
them  1  filled  with  apples,  and  nothing  bat 
apples.  In  a  part  of  the  barrels  I  placed 
very  dry  corn- bosks  at  the  bottom  and 
sides,  and  then  filled  with  apples.  Another 
portion  of  the  same  varieties  of  apples  I 
placed  in  single  layers  on  wooden  shelves  in 
the  same  room.  In  Febmary  and  March 
I  examined  the  apples,  and  found  those  in 
bvrels,  with  bosks  at  the  bottom,  had 
many  of  them  decayed,  and  the  rotted  ones 
seemed  to  affect  all  the  rest,  for  there  was 
a  damp  mold  reaching  nearly  to  the  top  of 
the  barrels,  and  many  of  the  apples  covered 
with  it.  In  the  barrels  without  husks  there 
was  a  mere  trifle  of  unsound  firuit,  while  it 
did  not  at  all  affect  (as  in  the  other  bar¬ 
rels)  the  taste  of  what  remained  sound 
On  the  shelves  about  the  same  proportion 
decayed  as  in  the  barrels  withont  bosks, 
but  the  apples  in  these  barrels  seemed  a 
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little  fresher  to  eat  than  any  of  the  others. 

“  On  the  whole,  then,  I  consider  all  the 
‘mystery’  abont  keeping  apples  is  to  have 
them  carefully  picked,  without  braising, 
quite  late  in  the  season  ;  kept  in  a  cool 
^ace,  free  from  frost,  nntil  the  *  sweating 
process  ’  is  completed ;  then  placed  in  a 
dark  cool  room  in  the  cellar  in  barrels,  as 
described,  open  at  the  top,  or  on  shelves, 
as  preferred.  If  there  is  any  better  way,  I 
have  not  found  it  It  should  be  borne  in 
mind  that  if  the  heat  from  a  fnrnace,  or  any 
other  artificial  heat  in  the  cellar,  comes  in 
contact  with  the  frnit,  it  is  sure  to  injure 
it.” — Genesee  Farmer.

Curiotu  Btatiatics — A  comparison  of  I  be  latest 
ofBeial  statements  lias  been  made  in  order  to  as¬ 
certain  the  periods  in  which  the  population  of 
each  of  llie  European  States  doubles  itself.  The 
results  show  that  England  doubles  its  population 
in 29  years;  Austria  in  198;  Baden  in  91 ;  Ba¬ 
varia  in  129  :  Belgium  in  158  ;  Denmark  in  56  ; 
Scotland  in  46 ;  States  cf  the  Pope  in  79 ; 
France  in  122  ;  Greece  in  44  ;  llnnovcr  in  122  ; 
Iloilaud  in  80 ;  Naples  in  91;  Norway  in  57; 
Piedmont  iu  88  ;  Prussia  in  41 ;  Saxony  in  58  ; 
Sweden  in  69;  Swi^crland  in  108;  Wurtem- 
burg  in  145.  It  will  be  remarked  that  the  Prot¬ 
estant  nations,  in  general,  are  shown  by  this  tabic 
to  increase  far  more  rapidly  than  Roman  Catho¬ 
lic  populations. 

Another  statistician  has  bad  the  patience  to 
count  the  number  of  words  employed  by  the  most 
celebrated  writers.  The  works  of  Corneille  do 
not  contain  more  than  7000  different  words,  and 
those  of  Moiierc  8000.  Shakespeare,  the  most 
fertile  aed  varied  of  English  authors,  wrote  all  his 
tragedies  and  comedies  with  15,000  words.  Vol¬ 
taire  and  Goethe  empley  20,000 ;  Paradise  Lost 
only  contains  8000 ;  and  the  Old  Testament  says 
all  that  it  has  to  say  with  5642. — Methodist. 

The  Bight  to  Cut  Ice  from  Ponds. — A  case  of 
much  importance  has  been  decided  by  the  Su¬ 
preme  Court  of  Massachusetts,  respecting  the 
ownership  of  “great  ponds,’’  and  the  right  of  the 
public  to  use  the  suu  e  and  to  cut  ice  therefrom. 
An  action  was  b  ought  by  the  town  of  West 
Roxbary  against  pers>.u3  who  cut  ice  from  Jama¬ 
ica  pond.  The  town  claimed  that  by  the  act  of 
the  General  Court  of  the  colony  of  Massachusetts 
Bay,  pass*  d  in  1836,  the  fee  of  Jamaica  pond  and 
of  the  land  beni-ath  it  was  granted  to  the  town  of 
Roxbnry,  with  the  lands  therein  mentioned  ;  and 
that  by  the  deed  of  Boxbury,  made  at  the  time 
of  the  divisio.i  cf  the  town  and  the  incorporation 
cf  West  Roxbary,  the  premises  were  conveyed  to 
the  latter.  It  was  conceded  that  Jamaica  pond 
is  within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  grant  of 
1836.  The  court  decided  the  following  points  : — 

1.  Great  ponds,  coutuiaing  more  than  ten  acres, 
which  were  not  before  the  year  1647  appropriat¬ 
ed  to  private  persons,  were,  by  the  colony  ordi¬ 
nance,  made  public,  to  lie  in  common  for  public 
use. 

2.  I'liis  ordinance  applied  to  all  these  ponds, 
whether  at  that  time  included  within  the  territory 
granted  to  a  town,  or  cot  then  granted  by  the 
government  of  the  colony,  if  they  had  not  then 
been  appropriated  to  particular  persons,  cither 
by  the  freemen  of  the  town,  or  by  the  General 
Court. 

3.  No  possession  adverse  to  the  public  right 
could  be  acquired  or  held  by  the  town  of  Rox¬ 
bary  by  means  of  any  of  the  acta  and  votes  set 
foriti  in  the  report  of  this  case. 

4.  Fishing,  fowling,  boating,  bathing,  skating, 
or  riding  upon  the  ice,  taking  water  for  domestic 
or  agricultural  purposes  or  for  use  in  the  arts, 
and  the  cutting  and  taking  of  ice,  are  lawful  and 
free  upon  these  ponds  to  all  persons  who  own 
land  adjoining  them,  or  can  obtain  access  wi  hout 
trespass,  so  for  os  they  do  not  interfere  with  the 
reasonable  use  of  the  pond  by  others,  where  the 
legislature  has  otherwise  directed. 

5.  The  town  of  West  Roxbnry  had  no  such 
property  in  the  ice  on  Jamaica  potid  as  would  en¬ 
able  them  to  maintain  this  action,  even  if  the  fee 
of  the  pond  be  considered  to  be  iu  the  town. 

6.  The  remeily  for  any  unreasonable  or  exces¬ 
sive  use  of  the  fiber  y  of  cutting  ice,  being  the 
violation  of  a  public  right,  is  by  indictment ;  and 
the  towns  may  regulate  the  ose  of  the  ponds  by 
reasonable  by-laws,  adopted  and  ^proved  ac¬ 
cording  to  statute.  If  thasearc  insufucicut,  resort 
moat  be  had  to  the  legislatura — Sprinyfield  Re¬ 
publican.

In 
reference  to  practicolity,  I  may  mention  that  each 
of  the  princea^  possesses  a  b^utiful  sewing  ma¬ 
chine  of  the  Wheeler  k  Wilson  paten‘,  and  busy 
ncedle-mnsic  is  hra''d  in  the  palace  each  day  at 
the  appointed  hour  lor  such  recreation.” 

Meteoric  fitone. — A  singular  meteorite,  of  im¬ 
mense  size,  has  just  been  received  at  the  Smi  h- 
EODi.-.u  Institution,  in  Washington,  and  is  attract¬ 
ing  roach  attention.  It  is  in  the  shape  of  a  ring, 
the  greatest  diameter  being  over  four  feet.  Its 
weight  is  foarteeu  hniHlred  pounds.  It  was  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Institution  by  ti  c  Ainsa  family,  of 
California,  and  will  be  known  as  the  “Ainsa 
Meteorite.”  A  full  analysis  and  history  of  the 
meteorite  wil)  be  published  by  the  institution. 

Enormous  Shears. — A  pair  of  shears  weighing 
twenty-fonr  tons  has  been  built  at  Birmingham, 
Elngland,  for  the  Rus-^ian  government,  to  be  used 
in  a  large  iron  works  in  the  neighborhood  of  St. 
Petersburg.  It  has  a  power  of  p  essurc  equal  to 
1000  tons,  and  can  cut  to  pieces  a  bar  of  co.d  iron 
half  a  foot  8r{uarc.  The  blades  arp  of  cast  steel, 
and  they  are  operated  on  by  hyd  ostatic  pressure. 
These  sheers  arc  said  to  possess  double  the  power 
of  any  set  heretofore  constructed. 

Might  and  Say  Traveling. — Many  persons  are 
averse  to  travdiug  on  railways  by  night,  having 
the  impression  that  there  is  greater  liability  to 
accident.  The  statistics  tend  to  show  the  reverse 
to  be  true.  A  writer  in  the  Railroad  Advocate 
snms  np  the  case  for  night  trains  pretty  strongly. 
At  night  all  work  on  the  track  ceases,  and  tliere 
are  but  few  trains  running.  Drawbridges  a'e 
generally  all  closed  ;  switches  are  not  so  liable  to 
1^  mi-placcd,  as  they  are  less  used  ;  the  signals 
for  trains  are  more  certain,  for  lights  are  used  nnd 
can  be  seen  fnrtl.er.  The  engineer  has  nothing 
to  divert  his  attention  by  night.  Rocks  and  trees 
are  no  more  liable  to  fall  npon  the  track  by  night 
than  by  day,  nor  are  cars  more  likely  to  break  at 
one  time  than  another.  The  passenger  in  a  night 
car  13  more  apt  to  keep  bis  seat  and  remain  quiet 
by  night,  and  that  is  the  safest  thing  he  can  do 
iu  a  railway  car. 

EeoiKnny  of  Sewing  Machinea — We  need  not 
enlarge  on  the  benefits  of  sewing  machines.  It  is 
no  exaggeration  to  say  that  a  woman  can  in  a 
day  do  ten  times  as  much  ordinary  sewing  with  a 
machine  as  she  can  do  by  hand.  Tlie  interest  on 
a  fifty  dollar  machine  is  only  three  or  four  dollars 
a  year,  which  is  a  small  cousideration  compared 
to  its  advantages.
